PALESTINLANS WANT BORDER CAMP FOR WEST BANK DEPORTEES 
LD251025 Kusait AR-RA'Y AL~'AMM in Arabic 20 Feb 81 p 15 


[Report on an interview with Halhul Mayor Muhammad Milhim given to AR-RA'Y AL~'AMM 
in Amman--date not given] 


[Excerpts] Amman--Muhammad Milhim began the interview by saying that he and 
[Hebron Mayor] Fahd al-Qawasimah are determined to set up a camp in the [Jordan] 
Valley close to the [Allenby] Bridge for a number of those who were deported 
together with their families in recent years. The camp will be set up under 

che slogan “insistence on returning.” This idea has been presented to officials 
in the Jordanian Government and the PLO preparatory to implementing it. Its pur- 
pose is to keep the issue of the Palestinian deportees alive in the minds of world 
public. A vast number of men working in the information field in various parts 

of the world will Se mobilized for this operation, especially since the UN Security 
Council resolution calling for the return of the deportees to their homes and 
families was adopted unanimously. 


Regarding Reagan's recent statements on Jerusalem and the settlements in the 
occupies territories, Milhim said: "Reagan stated tht the settlements were legal. 
He also supported the continuation of Jerusalem as a united city. This proves 

that Reagan is pursuing the American line hostile to the Palestinian issue and 
that contradictions continue to exist in American policy, which nevertheless 
asserts absolute support for Israel.” 


Milhim added: "Reagan and Peres concur on the so-called ‘Jordanian option,’ and 
this slogan is only a mirage because Jordan rejects this course for resolving the 
Palestinian issue." Milhim emphasized that the basic aim of this slogan is to 
drive a wedge between Jordan and the PLO and to divide Arab ranks by creating 
confusion within them. 


Regarding the post-Camp David phase, Milhim said thac Camp David is dead and the 
present American Government is making continuous efforte to chirt a new strategy 
for creating further estrangement among the Arabs. The so-cal ed “Jordanian 
option” falls within the framework of these efforts, and the Arabs must be vigilant 
and resist them. 








As for Egypt, the Egyptian Government has no more flexibility to show during the 
coming phase “other than to renounce iteelf and to grant them [the leraelis) 
Cairo.” Milhim denied the report published in the newepaper AL-QUDS, citing the 
Egyptian magazine ROSE AL-YUSUF, chat he had granted an interview to the magagtne's 
correspondent there. The magacine alleged that Milhim had eaid that "Prealdent 
as-Sadat is serving the Palestinian cause." 


Milhim emphasized to AR-RA'Y AL~'AMM that he had not given any interview to the 
correspondent of the said magazine and that all that happened was that during his 
sit-in with his colleague al-Qawasimah at the United Nations, a number of Arab 
journalista, including the representative of “OSE AL-YUSUF, came to greet him and 
his colleague al-Qawasimah. No interview took place with ROSE AL-YUSUF at all. 


Regarding the resolutions of the recent Islamic conference Milhim affirmed that 
these resolutions were nothing more than a repetition of previous resolutions. 
The important thing is to implement these resolutions and act on them. “We call 
on all the islamic, Arab and nonaligned states’ conferences to put an end to the 
American policy which insists on ignoring the Palestinian people's rights and on 
not recognizing the PLO and which refuses to bring any pressure to bear on the 
occupation authorities whether directly or through the United Nations and the 
Security Council.” 


Regarding the murder of Shaykh Hammad Abu Rabi'ah, Milhim asserted that Begin 
pereonaliy was behind this crime, the purpose of which was to cause conflict 
between tne Negev Bedouins and the Druze people; but these two sides were so 
vigilant that the trick could not be played on then.

TUNISLAN-ALGEPLAN POWER GRID INTERCONNECTED 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 9 Feb 81 p 2 


[Text] The 220-kilovolt line between El Aouinet and Tadjerouine connecting the 
Algerian and Tunisian systems has just been officially put into operation by 
Mohamed Benahmed Abdelghani, member of the Central Committee and Algeria's prime 
minister, and Mohamed M'Zali, Tunisian prime minister. The line is one more step 
in the strengthening of cooperation between the two brother countries and the 
development of exchanges in which SONELGAZ [National Electricity and Gas Company] 
and STEG [Tunisian Gas and Electric Company] have long engaged.

While during the first stage efforts on both sides concentrated on the repair of 
the two existing 90-kilovolt connecting lines that were damaged during the war of 
liberation (Al Aouinet-Tadjerouine and El Hadjar-Fernana lines), as early as 1977, 
the two companies felt the need to move on to a higher phase in their exchanges and 
step up and intensify their level of cooperation in all fields of activity. This 
joint determination resulted in major projects or decisions, of which we might 





mention the following: the standardization of very high tension systems and the 
adoption of 220-kilowatt tension; the reinforcement of the existing 90-kilovolt 
interconnections by two 220-kilovolt lines: £1 Aouinet-Tadjerouine, just offi- 
cially put into service, and Djebel Onk=Metlaoui, being built and scheduled to 

go into service in June 1981; the increase of che minimum energy exchanged from 

40 to 100 megawatts so as to take maximum advantage of equipment installed; greater 
solidarity between the two systems in the field of emergencies by the adjustment of 
protection and joint programming of load-shedding; the supplying of electric power 
to border villages from the Algerian or Tunisian system indiscriminately, Within 
this context, six places in Algeria representing over 250 subscribers receive power 
from the Tunisian system (border station of Ouled Moumen, Centre Khiroun, border 
station of El M'Ridj, Hanchir-El Hadid, Ain Zerga). 


In Tunisia, five areas representing 400 subscribers are served by the Algerian 
system (village of Sakiet Sidi Youcef, low-income housing in Sakiet, El Mina 
population center, Sakiet Sidi Youcef Lycee and SONEDE [National Water Exploitation 
and Distribution Company] station). 


The many exchanges in the field of training have resulted in the participation of 
Tunisian trainees in training sessions at SONELGAZ schools and the establishment of 
two training companies aiding Tunisian and Algerian personnel. 


Information exchanges mainiy involve equipment programs, with the medium-range 
objective being better planning of means of production for both enterprises. 


The interconnections of the Tunisian and Algerian networks, which required Aigeria 
to make an investment on the order of 57 million dinars, are of considerable inter- 
est to both countries insofar as the equipment permits instant mutual help and 
programmed power exchanges (peak, inspection of generators, maintenance). 


The importance of the projects is made even more obvious by their official inaugura- 
tion by the two prime ministers and the choice of the date of 8 February, which 
commeorates the bloody events of 8 February 1958, events that remind the Tunisian 
and Algerian peoples of their common test and their unfailing solidarity.

FLN, POLISARIO FRONT PUBLISH JOINT COMMUNIQUE 


Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 11 Feb 81 p 2 





[Text] (APS)=-At the close of the visit to Algeria by a delegation from 
the POLISARIO Front, headed by Bachir Moustapha Sayed, member of 
the Executive Committee and deputy secretary general, a joint 
communique was published last evening in Algiers by the FLN and 
the Front. 


The following is the text of that communique: 


In response to an invitation from the FLN Party, a delegation from the POLISARIO 
Front, headed by Bachir Moustapha Sayed, member of the Executive Committee and 
deputy secretary general, made an official visit to Algeria from 2 to 10 February 
1981, 


During its visit, the delegation from the POLISARIO Front was received by Mohamed 
Cherif Messaadia, member of the Central Committee and head of the Permanent Secre- 
tariat of the Central Committee. 


The Saharan delegation successively traveled to the governorates of Skikda, Annaba, 
Oran, Sidi Bel-Abbes and Ouargla, where it visited a number of economic and social 
projects and met with members and cadres of the FLN Party. In Algiers, it parti- 
cipated in a conference-debate with members and cadres of the party, which was 
attended by Mohamed Cherif Messaadia, head of the Permanent Secretariat of the 
Central Committee of the party. 


The two delegations informed one another about the struggle being waged by the two 
peoples to fulfill their legitimate aspirations to freedom, authentic independence, 
peace, justice and progress. 


The Saharan delegation informed the .lgerian delegation about the heroic fight 
being waged by the Saharan people, led by the POLISARIO Front, to gain their 
inalienable and indispensable right to self-determination and independence. 


The Algerian delegation told of the different phases in the process of national 
liberation and the building of a socialist society. 








The FLN Party hails the victories won by the Saharan revolution in the military, 
diplomatic and social domains, renders homage to the indescrible sacrifices made 
by the Saharan people and bows before the memory of its martyrs. 


It reaffirms its total and unconditional cownitment to the Algerian revolution 
alongside the national liberation struggle being waged by the Saharan people, 

led by its sole, legitimate representative, the POLISARIO Front, in order to gain 
national independence, sovereignty and the terr torial integrity of the nation. 


The FLN believes that the Saharan Democratic Arab Republic (SDAR) is a factor of 
balance and stability and that its respect affects peace, cooperation and harmouy 
in the region. 


Both parties vigorously condemn the pursuit of the expansionistic policy of aggres- 
sion and extermination being followed by the Kingdom of Morocco against the people 
of the Saharan Demcoratic Arab Republic, in violation of pertinent decisions by 
international organizations, particularly the United Nations, the Organization of 
African Unity and the Movement of Nonalir= \.° ons. 


They demand the withdrawal of Moroccan t: ns from all territory of the Saharan 
Democratic Arab Republic. 


Both sides consider that the most suitable way to put an end to the conflict putting 
the SDAR against the Kingdom of Morocco cim only be direct negotiation with the 
POLISARIO Front and the Moroccan Government, as recommended by Resoiution 35-19 
adopted by the United Nations on 11 November 1980. 


Mauritanian-Saharan Peace Agreement: Example To Follow 


Both sides welcome the peace agreement concluded between Mauritania and the 
POLISARIO Front on 5 August 1979, which restored relations of brotherhood and 
good neighbors between the Saharan and Mauritanian peoples and opened the way to 
peace, stability and cooperation to which peoples in the region aspire. 


Both sides express their deep concern over the multifaceted aid supplied to 
Morocco in the continuation of its policy of genocide against the people of the 
Saharan Democratic Arab Republic and firmly condemn such support which, scorning 
international morals, constitutes an unacceptable violation of the Saharar people's 
right to free and sovereign existence. 


Both parties issue an urgent appeal to che brother Moroccan people to work toward 
peace and become more aware of the fact that this war is contrary to its higher 
interests and to tnose of peoples of the region in their profound aspiration to 
the building of ie Maghreb of nations. 


Both parties welcome the steadily growing response which the Saharan people have 
found in the international community, particularly among democratic and progressive 
forces in the world.

Turning to 4 broad examination of international problems, both delegations express 
their concern over the increased tension in the world, particularly in the Mediter- 
ranean and Africa, where threats of outside intervention endanger the security of 


nations and their national tndependence, while thwarting the fulfiliment of totel 
liberation of the continent and ite development efforta. 


Unwaivering Support for Struggle of Palestinian, Namibian and South African Peoples 


Both parties reaffirm their attachment to security in the Mediterranean, the na- 
tional independence of nations on its shores and considera that any foreign inter- 
ference is 4 threat to peace in the Mediterranean basin and the world, 


Both parties denounce maneuvers aimed at blocking the process of decolonization 

in Namibia and reaffirm their unwaivering support for the struggle of the Namibian 
people and their sole ond legitimate representat ¢. SWAPO. Likewise, they vigor- 
ously condemn the anachronistic, colontaliet and ‘(et regime of apartheid and 
Pretoria's aggression aimed at Mozambique and Ango.a. Both sides renew their 
support for the people of South Africa and their avant-garde organization ANC, 


Analyzing the situation in the Machrek, both parties express their deep concern 
over the threats to the Arab nation. They firmly condemn the Camp David accords 
and attempts to expand them, threatening peace and security of nations in the 
region. They vigorously denounce the mu tiple acts of Israeli aggression and 
attempts to divide Lebanon. They renew their unwaivering support for the Lebanese 
people and their progressive forces in their just etruggle to safeguard the 
national unity, territorial integrity and sovereignty of Lebanon. 


Both parties reiterate their profound conviction that no just and lasting solution 
in the Machrek can be found without the participation of the PLO, the sole legiti- 
mate representative of the Palestinian people, without recognition of this 
people's inalienable right to build an independent nation, and without the evacua- 
tion et all occupied Arab territories, including £1 Qods. 


Examining the situation created by the conflict between Iraq and Iran, both parties 
express their concern over the prolongment of the conflict and its harmful conse- 
quences for peace, security and harmony in the region. They hope to see a peace 
ful solution to the conflict through negotiation, for which the Algiers agreements 
of 1975 remain the most appropriate framework. 


Support for Peoples of Latin America and Caribbean 


The POLISARIO Pront and the FLN Party note with satisfaction the new awareness of 
the Muslim masses of the struggle they are waging for advancement and progress and 
their determination to assume fuil responsibility for national Liberation and 
their active participation in solurions to problems now facing mankind. In this 
connection, they emphasize the positive contribution of the Islamic Revolu' ion in 
Iran to this process. 


Analyzing the situation in Latin America and particularly Central America, the 
two parties denounce the policy of pressure and threats followed by imperialism 
against peoples in the region and the sovereignty of nations in the region. They 











reiterate their support for the struggle of the peoples of Latin America and the 
Caribbean against imperialiam, oligarchies and dictatorships, particularly the 
atruggle of the people of El Salvador for democracy and national independence, 
the people of Nicaragua in their effort to rebuild their nation in independence, 
led by the FPSLN [Sandinist National Liberation Front), and for the Chilean reste~- 
tance, 


Turning to the problem of detente, both parties believe that while the latter has 
helped ward off the immediate danger of a military confrontation between the great 
powers, it cannot be limited to a dialog between only the superpowers, If detente 
is for the purpose of achieving security in all regione of the world, it must 
taken on a global and egalitarian aspect and imply discussion between all countries 
involved, whether large or email. Both parties affirm that thie is the only way to 
prevent local conflicts and the development of zones of tension that gravely harm 
nations, particularly the nationa of the Third World, 


Attachment to Principles and Objectives of Nonalinement 


Both parties emphasize the eminently positive role of nonalinement and ite ability 
to contribute to the achievement of the aspirations of nations to freedom, justice 
and progress. In this connection, they renew their attachment for the principles 
and objectives of the policy of nonalinement and ite increasing role as an impor- 
tant, dynamic factor in the solving of international problems. 


Turning to questions of development and the restructuring of international economic 
relations, both parties reaffirm cheir support for the implementation of a new 
international economic order that will guarantee a new type of rapport that should 
govern relations between developing countries and industrialized nations. 


Both parties note that the absence of political will on the part of industrialized 
countries constitutes a major obstacle to the establishment of the new international 
economic order and the necessary democratization of international economic institu- 
tions that should fit into the framework of overall negotiations. 





Following meetings between the two delegations, an agreement protocol covering 
multifaceted cooperation between the two parties wae signed, 


At the close of its stay in Algeria, the delegation from the POLISARIO Front ex- 
pressed its gratitude for the warm and brotherly welcome extended to it by the 
Algerian people and the members and cadres of the FLN Party. 


it paid homage to efforts made and the successes won by the Algerian people under 
the leadership of the FLN Party in the battle for development and the construction 
of a socialist society. 


The delegation from the POLISARIO Front invited a delegation from the FLN Party 
to go to the liberated territory of the Saharan Democratic Arab Republic. The 
invitation was accepted with great pleasure. The date will be set later by mutual 
agreement.

CORRUPTION, INFLUENCE PEDDLING REVEALED IN TEXTILE COMPANY 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 12 Feb 81 pp 1-2 
[Article by M, H. Dehbal) 


[Text] Investigatore in the governorate of Algiers have just revealed a serious 
matter affecting the national economy. The case involves various infractions 
ranging from the divulgation of professional secrets to corruption ane including 
blackmail and influence peddling. The enormous harm done to the country was 

the work of a band of international ewindlers who infiltrated the SNCOTEC [National 
Textiles and Hides Marketing Company], which is under the Min try of Commerce. 

The government has suffered losses amounting to several hundred million old 
dinars in currency. Inflating overall suppliers’ prices was common, which is 

what opened the vay to trafficking. 


It is a Belgian individual, Goes Joseph Henri, who launched the operation by 
setting up a fictitious agency in Brussels, with a “beachhead” activated by a local 
manufacturer, in this case, Moulana Abdelkader. This quinguagenarian with over a 
billion in assets was in charge of bribing officials from the economic sector in 
order to obtain information dealing with contracts already signed or about to be. 


His activity consisted — as one can guess when familiar with national needs -- of 
having an idea of the list of foreign suppliers who might be retained and of 
gathering the maximum technical data on choices meade. This is called economic 
espionage and Algerian law punishes che practice severely. 


Moulana wanted to make profits on the order of 10 percent on any transaction de- 
livered to his foreign operators. He was therefore careful to recruit corrupt 
officials who might pass on the coveted secrets, officials who were generously 
paid for their trouble, naturally. 


Among those recruited were Ait-Hamadouche Abdenour Hassen (partner of Moulana, 
former official of SNCOT"™C), Merakeb Said, Ait-Ouvares Ouahmed, Khiari Yahia, 

all three department heads in SNOOTEC, Zaidi Moussa, engineer for the CNI [National 
Data Processing Commission], Fekhar Abdelkader, pharmacist for the PCA (Center for 
Research in Applied Economics), and Bennouar Farid, a household electrical appli- 
ance merchant. It should be mentioned “hat these lovely individuals took nicknames 
such as “Le Chinois,” “la Gousse d'Ail," "El Hadj," and so on, in order to carry 
out their tasks in an anonymous way. 








Moulana Abdelkader, known as "El Hadj," ia an old hand at the middleman's business, 
One of his cohorts compared him to a cat that could be dropped from any height and 
etill land on ite feet, El Hadj, who had long specialized as a broker, did not 
eee fit to abstain from his activities deapite passage of the 1978 law banning 
that type of trade. Moceover, he could not do without his old “partners” such 

as Goes, with whom he had made big profits. Therefore, contact between the two 
remained constant, making it possible for the unfortunate partnership to be formed 
again and to function according to a new formula, The latter led foreign firme 

to believe (helped by confidential documents) that it was thanks to the Hadj-Goes 
team that they could pick off the international deals or bids already made or about 
to be concluded, 


This swindling machine, operated by the abovenamed persons, made it possible for 
the ring to pocket 10 percent of the amount of any transaction. 


The same ring even took advantage of national problems. It even benefited from 
tents imported for the Al-Asnan victims and from imported pharmaceutical products. 


When questioned and found to be in possession of campromising documents, the Brus- 
sels resident had to confess, which enabled investigators to break up the entire 
operation. Appearing in court in Algiers on 9 February, all the suapects will have 
to answer for their actions before the law.

[Text] Is Iran's present situation the result of past policies 
of Great Britain and the United States? 


One might underline in any case that the English in pulling back from the terri- 
tories east of Suez are supposed to have advised the shah to fill the vacuum if 
he wanted to survive. This caused the latter to embark on a vast armaments 
program which distorted the Iranian economy. As for the United States under 
Jimmy Carter, it probably refused to help the shah because it did not understand 
the real nature of Moscow's global policy. 





So how ie it going today in Iran, which is approaching its third year of "“khomeyni- 
ism"? 


The Tudeh Party (of communist leanings) is today the most solid political force in 
the country by virtue of both its organizational structures and ite discipline. 
Its leader, Nureddin Kianuri, who took his training in East Germany curing his 
years in exile, has begun a policy, since the fall of the shah, of ostensible 
cooperation with the Khomeyni regime, exploiting the economic malaise and chronic 
underemployment to recruit from among the industrial proletariat, 


The Left Wakes Up 


This has not prevented Kianuri from continuing his activities with the ethnic 
minorities such as the AzerbaiJljani, the Kurds, the Baluchis, the Azeri Turks, 

and the Arabs, to whom he has promised a proper government and autonomy, These 
minorities amount to 14 million inhabitants out of a total popvlation of 35 miilion 
Iranians, which makes it possible for Kianuri to see them as a solid foundation. 
But to assure himself even more stable footing, he has infiltrated the lower 
echelons of the armed forces. Needless to say that the Tudeh Party has received 
help from Moscow in order to carry out these operations. 


Especially since 1,400 km of shared Soviet-Iranian border have made things easy 
for the infiltration of a possible "fifth column." 
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As for the “Feda'iyin,” it gets ite support from the middle classes, the studenta, 
and the intellectuals, which is probably what inapired Ayatollah Khomeyni to accuse 
it of being a paid agent of the United States--an attitude which hardly displeased 
Moscow. In any case, since last July thac organization, which has gone 
underground, has been assured of support from the Marxist intelligentsia of Western 
Europe, and indeed of the United States, The most recent eatimates credit the 
Feda'iyin with some eight million Iranian sympathizers, which represents a not 
insignificant force which could be brought to follow the political line of the 
Tudeh Party. This would also be the road that Libya and South Yemen would favor. 


Aratat's Help 


The Mojahedin is more of a militant Islamic group in the Khomeyni mld, but one 
Which would like to keep Islam and Marxiem tied closely together. Does it not 
compare western imperialiem to the devil, a sentiment dear to the heart of Yasser 
Arafat’ Certainly it has no significant political base, but it nevertheless 
supports an armed and trained force of 5,000 men with a reserve force estimated at 
50,000 which are supposed to have regrouped in the Fatah bases, It seems evident 
thet these "troops" should be capable of overthrewing Khomeyni, if Moscow still 
desired it, and if Arafat provided the liaison. 


However, these events have probably moved a little too quickly for Moscow. The 
lraqi atteck must have come too soon, and the plans the Russians must have 
wanted to see etretched out over 2 or 3 years assumed the aspect of a cavalry 
charge. 


Whatever there may be to Moscow's support of Iraq to hasten the disintegration of 
Iran, it is more than certain that the designs of the Eastern bloc on this part 
of the globe cannot fail to make the West nervous,

THREE JEWISH LOCAL COUNCILS ESTABLISHED IN WEST BANK

{[Text) Three Jewish local councils were set up in the West Bank this week, two 
more will be established next week, and a municipal court will open in Qiryat 
Arba’ next month in moves strengthening the settlers’ self-administration. 


Some settlers saw the appareut strengthening of Israeli civil administration as 
being close to extending Israeli law to the West Bank. 


The local councils and the court will operace like their counterparts in Israel, 
the settlers said. But the Interior Ministry's Deputy Director-General Me'ir 
Shaham said “it only appears to be like ours." The orders establishing the 
councils and courts weie issued by the military commander of Judaea and Samaria 
and conform with Jorcanian law, he said. 


The military governor's order, issued earlier this week, recognized the local 
administrations of Qiryat Arba’ and Ma'ale Adummim as full-fledged local councils. 
It also paved the way for Interior Minister Yosef Burg to inaugurate Elqana's 
local council yesterday. Ari‘el and Ma'‘ale Efrayyim will get their local councils 
next week. 


These settlements had formerly belonged to regional councils along with many small 
settlements which were not designed to become towns. The new, independent councils 
will make it easier to develop the settlements into towns, Shaham said. 


The military government's order also provided for the establishment of municipal 
courts to impose the councils’ by-laws regarding sanitation, licensing and taxation. 


Until now, local councils were unable to impose their regulations. "People could 
open kiosks wherever they wanted to and nobody could punish them," Shaham said. 
The new court can impose fines and prison sentences. 


For the time being only one court is to be opened--in Qiryat Arba’. Its decisions 
can be appealed to the Jerusalem District Court.

[Text] The military government in Judaea and Somaria intends to declare thousands 
of dunams of land in the vicinity of Ma'ale Adummim B (now under construction by 
the Housing Ministry, east of Jerusalem) as state domain land, with the aim of 
expanding the area of the new Ma'ale Adummim. 


In a tour that military government officials held this week for the mukhtars of 
the nearby Arab villages ('Ayzariyah and 'Isawiyah), the officials informed the 
mukhtars of this. According to the mukhtars, an area of about eleven thousand 
dunams is involved. The villagers now have 21 days in which to appeal the deci- 
sion. In recent months, tens of thousands of dunams of land have been added to 
Israeli settlements throughout the West Bank by this method of declaring various 
types of land situated in the vicinity of the settlements to be state domain land. 
The nearby Arab villagers did not organize appeals against such decisions in every 
case, but in 11 cases Arab villagers have applied to the military government 

board of appeals, contending that some of the land is privately owned. 


An East Jerusalem lawyer conversant with the land issue claims that more than 
60,000 dunams of West Bank land have been declared state domain land in the past 

3 to 4 months. It has also been learned that a number of houses of Arab residents 
are located along the route of the road that is due to be built between the new 
Ma'ale Adummim and Jerusalem, and the intention is to evacuate them and pay their 
occupants compensation. 


It was reported yesterday that the military government had closed down a small 
section of the Hebron vegetable market in order to widen the approach to the 
Avraham Avinu [Abraham the patriarch] Synagogue on which restoration work was 
recently completed. Last Sunday [22 February] a fistfight broke out in the cave 
of Makhpela between Jewish and Muslim worshippers during the funeral of an Arab 
resident of Hebron.

[Excerpts] The East Jerusalem paper AL-QUDS will not appear in the coming 5 days, 
by order of the chief censor, after the paper violated the censorship regulations 
by failing to subuit for prior examination a report about the Muslim underground 
that was uncovered in the triangle. 


The article in question, which was published last Friday [27 February], was par- 
tially based on what one of the lawyers of the underground's members told the 
paper. The report stated, among other points, that the underground called itself 
(Usrat al-Jihac al-Ruhi)--"The Family of the Spiritual Holy War'--and that the 
number of persons under detention is 60. The report said that 180 handgrenades, 
10 pistols, machineguns and ammunition--purchased by the squad's members from the 
Yafo underworld--had been found in possession of the detainees. One squad member 
who engaged in arms purchases from the underworld figures used to work for the 
Israeli police. 





The article added that the ring had been set up on a religious basis, but in the 
course of time a resident of Baga al-Gharbiyya had put forwurd the idea of pur- 
chasing weapons and training in their use. The paper also related that the under- 
ground had set as one of its objectives to harm the Israeli economy, to which end 
it had set fire to fields and orchards. 


The article went on to say that the underground was made up of three command posts: 
one, in charge of the triangle's north, was centered in Ummal-Fahm; a second, in 
charge of the center of the triangle, was located in Baqa al-Gharbiyya; and the 
third command post, which was in charge of the triangle's southern section, was 
located in Kafr Qasim. Each command post was headed by a commander; cells, each 
containing four members, were under the authority of the command posts, and the 
heads of the cells were called spiritual leaders." 


The paper's editor told the ITIM reporter that they had not known the subject was 
a security one, ov that it was so sensitive, since, they claimed, it had been 
made public in the other media. They added that the censor might be trying to 
harm the paper, which last week published an ‘nterview with Nabulus Mayor Bassam 
ash-Shak' ah.

[Excerpt] The U.S. President's decision to postpone the visits in Washington of 
the Egyptian president and the [sraeli prime minister followed prior coordination 
between Reagan and as-Sadat and stamped a seal of failure on the autonomy talks. 





Jerusalem political circles confirmed last week that on the eve of Foreign Minister 
Yitzhaq Shamir's arrival in the United States, Reagan and as-Sadat exchanged per- 
sonal messages in which it was agreed to postpone the visits by the heads of state, 
proposing instead to send U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig for a tour of 

four Middle East countries: Egypt, Israel, Jordan and Saudi Arabia. The tour 

we not intended to pave the way for the resumption of the autonomy talks but to 
help consolidate the U.S. stance toward the revitalized political momentum by 

early autumn. 


U.S., Egyptian and Israeli sources confirmed last week that they do not foresee 
another "breakthrough" on the autonomy issue before the Knesset election. 





In an interview with the Cairo AL-AKHBAR, Egyptian Vice President Husni Mubarak 
revealed that President as-Sadat's trip to Washington has been postponed until 

the summer. He hinted that Egypt, too, is not interested in resuming the autonomy 
talks prior to the Israeli elections. 


A similar position was taken by President as-Sadat even before. Speaking to 
reporters in Cairo, as-Sadat said that there is no chance of making progress in 

the autonomy talks with the Begin Government. Thus the evaluations of several 
analysts--including MK Rabin--who claimed that the Egyptian president was interested 
in concluding the autonomy talks with Menahem Begin rather than with the Alignment 
Government have been found to be false. 


The stalemate in the autonomy talks has to do with the deep differences of opinion 
between Israel and Egypt regarding the nature of the desirable arrangement for 

the West Bank and Gaza Strip. It also stems from the refusal of the Arabs of the 

territories to participate in the peace process as a result of the PLO's political 
takeover of the Judaea and Samaria mayors. 
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Since the autonomy talks began in Beersheba in May 1979, 32 meetings have taken 
place between the paicies, of them 10 on the ministerial level and 22 meetings of 
the working groups. The latest ministerial-level meeting was held last May, after 
which President as-Sadat announced his decision to freeze the process until after 
the U.S. election, hoping to hold at Camp David a new summit in which the United 
States would pressure Israel into moderating its positions on the Palestinian 
issue. Egypt claimed that the real autonomy negotiations heve not begun despite 
those 32 meetings and that insofar as progress has been mad it as to do with 
technica] detail rather than the ;rinciple itself. 


Israeli elements who last week summed up the autonomy talks so far emphasized that 
the stalemate has been created due to differences over six central issues, which 
are: 


--The source of authority. [srael demands leaving in its hands the source of 
administrative authority in the territories; Egypt demands granting this authority 
to the Autonomy Council, whereas the United States tends to support leaving the 
"source of authority” in the hands of Israel, Egypt, Jordan and the Palestiuians. 


--The question of the ownership of state land in the territories. 
--The question of ownership of water sources in the territories. 
--The existing Israeli settlements’ legal status. 


--Security problems: Israel demands exclusive right over the security issues in 
the territories whereas the United States and Egypt are inclined to split the sub- 
ject: external security (in the event of a Syrian or Jordanian invasion) will 
remain in the hands of the IDF whereas lo-al security problems will be entrusted 
in the hands of the autonomous Palestinian police. 


--The status of Jerusalem. Unlike Israel, Egypt demands the right for the Arab 
inhabitants of East Jerusalem to both vote and be elected to the autonomy's insti- 
tutions.

Today, the new local council--that of 
Elqana--joined the four regional councils previously established in the terri- 
tories. 


Dr Yosef Burg, who came to congratulate the settlers today, did not clear the 
fog regarding the nature of the Jewish settlements’ sovereignty during the auto- 
nomous period: 


{[Burg}] We are in the midst of the autonomy negotiations. The autonomy is for 
the Arab populace of Judaea, Samaria and the Gaza district and should not have 
anything to do with the status of those in whose honor we have come here today. 


[Ben-Melekh] Dr Burg, you proclaimed the establishment of the local council, 
but it actually derives its powers from the military government and from the 
regional commander. Will this also be the case during the times of the autonomy? 


[Burg] Well, autonomy wants to grant status, but without the rule of the military 
government, and this is one of the issues we are discussing. 


[Ben-Melekh] And from where will the Jewish settlements derive their authority? 


[Burg] From the status we have declared [as heard]. I think you want an answer 
right now to a problem we have not yet solved. [End recording] 
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BORDER POLICE UNITS MAY MOVE TO GAZA STRIP

[Report by military correspondent: “The Transfer of Border Police Unite to the 
Gaza Strip Being Contemplated"] 


[Text] Recently the Defense Ministry has been discussing a proposal to transfer 
border police unite to the Gaza Strip to manage daily security in the wake of 
humerous murder cases in the area. Security and police elements favor the idea 
and the only hitch delaying its implementation is whether the expenses would be 
paid for out of the security or the police budgets. 


A debate on incidents in the Gaza Strip and the deterioration of security there 
was held at the request of Deputy Defense Minister Mordekhay Tzipori. Another 
meeting with Prime Minister and Defense Minister Menahem Begin will be held in 
the next few days. Recently security elements have been paying attention to 
incidents in the Gaza Strip following a series of murders. A gang of three or 
four assassins is responsible for the murders that have been occurring since 
November 1980 and which also included two Israeli victims. 


The IDF does not normally station large forces in the Gaza Strip and military 
unite are rushed to the area whenever it is necessary. At the beginning of the 
1970's, when there were numerous acts of sabotage in the Gaza Strip, a border 
police unit was transferred there and it assisted in patrols and other missions, 
mainly in the city of Gaza. The current proposal is to transfer a border police 
unit to replace an IDF force. This unit would carry out daily security missions 
in the city of Gaza and the adjacent refugee camps. This would also bring some 
relief to local residents who have been anxious over the large number of crimes 
in Gaza. 


Border police units are currently stationed in Judaea and Samaria. One unit has 
been in charge of the ports, where it succeeded in drastically reducing the 
number of thefts and crimes. The ports authority pays the police for this task. 
If this unit is withdrawn from the ports, the police will demand a transfer of 
funds for operating the border police in the Gaza Strip. 


It was also decided to step up control on the movement of youths from the Gaza 
Strip to Arab countries and back. The military government has in the last few 
months adopted a more liberal approach toward movements from the Gaza Strip to 
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the Arab countries and vice versa, Standing orders are that a person aged 16 to 
25 leaving the territories for an Arab country is only allowed to return after 6 
months. This order was issued long apo when it was discovered that terrorists 
used to recruit youths from the territories, to train them in the use of arma and 
to send them immediately into action in the field. This order has not been « ire= 
fully observed in the Gaza Strip recently. It hae now been decided to increase 
control on this issue. 


Security elements are also paying attention to the methods used for smuggling 
arms, explosives and ammunition into the Gaza Strip. These elements believe that 
part of thie materic! is smuggled in through the Sinai. 


The security elements said they believe the terrorists have begun acquiring part 
of their weapons from the Israeli criminal underworld. They buy these weapous-- 
which are usually stolen--in exchange for hashish. These elements also noted 
that Arab criminal elements cooperate with nembers of the Israeli underworld.

Moreover, during 
this period all the attempts by terrorist squade to infiltrate into Israel were 
foiled. In a period considered good for the PLO, this is a considerable military 
achievement. 


All the targets selected so far [in Lebanon] were “point targets": one or two 
buildings, positions, vehicles. What characterizes the successes is first and 
foremost the intelligence gathering for the operations. As the Sabras put it, 
there was hardly one zilch [EFES). In virtually every instance, there was precise 
intelligence about the target, the terrorists, the approach routes, the withdrawal 
routes, the surrounding population. In the most recent operation, building No 183 
was marked as the quarters of the squad that perpetrated the murderous attack at 
Misgav ‘Am. Building No 133 was blown up with its occupants--who were in fact 
terrorists--inside. 


The second characteristic of these operations is that they are carried out just 
about “by the book.” Only in very few operations thus far have there been any 
complications or situations that were not foreseen, tardiness in reaiing the 
target, or hitches. Implementation of the operations is by men from the ranks 
and by commanders from various levels. The accurate intelligence, the training 
and the briefings give the implementation high marks. 


A further characteristic of the operations against the terrorists is che coordina- 
tion among land, sea and air forces. This was one of the IDF's weak points in 

the Yom Kippur War. Even if these operations cannot be compared to a war, they 
form an additional good basis for interservice cooperation, for gaining knowhow 
and experience, and, most important. for learning lessons. 


The dozens of initiated operations that have so far been carried out in Southern 
Lebanon, along the coast and deeper within the country, have taken a heavy toll 
among the terrorists. The IDF spokesman has found that about 140 of them have 








been killed and about 120 wounded since the Misgayv ‘Am actack in April 1980, The 
true blow lies not in the loss of life: the terrorists have a very large manpower 
reserve. Tho most important blow is the disruption of the terrorists’ order of 
priorities and of their daily life, in the undermining of their morale and their 
great self-confidence in the relative security of the bases and camps in Lebanon, 
The ambushes of vehicles, the attacks on bases that looked like innocent civilian 
sites have very likely instilled fear--and more than fear--in the terrorists. 


During the past year the terrorists have allucated special forces for guard duty 
and for self-defense at the bases, particularly in the coastal region, where the 
IDF fighters swoop in during the dark--if they have not arrived by land or from 
the air. The terrorists travel in blacked out vehicles and in convoys, fearful 
of the night and its sounds. In many cases they take shadows for substance. 


These kinds of operations also have a certain advantage in the foreign affairs 
arena. They are toc lioited in scope for the United States and other countries 

to condemn furiously; and, most important, they do not afford Syria, at this stage, 
any pretext for intervention. The Syrians swallow the Israeli attac'* almost with- 
out reaction, except for incautious aerial resction on their part.

W. BANK LAND SEIZURE--Ramallah, 25 Feb--Since October 1980 the military authorities 
in Judaea and Samaria have seized 20,605 dunams of state land as well as 4,300 
dunams of Jewish-owned land in Gush ‘'Ezyon. The ITIM correspondent in Judaea and 
Samaria has learned this from a senior military source today. Most of the lands 
seized are slated for the Jewish settlements existing in the area and the reast 

for the 10 new settlements which are being set up in Judaea and Samaria. Before 
the seizure, all lands had undergone a thorough legal check. After the seizure, 
the regional mukhtars were taken to the areas which were seized. The mukhtars 
received the seizure orders and were also notified they could appeal the seizure 
within 21 days and that if any of them had documents indicating ownership over 

any of the land plots, the seizure would be canceled. The source further stated 
that orders forbidding building for security reasons were issued for areas where 
military installations are located but, if the local residents want to set up 
residential or industrial units on these areas they can appeal to the military 
avuchorities and explain the reasons for their request. The military authorities 
have also banned building on both sides of the inter-urban roads, as is customary 
in Israel. In this context it was reported that the Judaea and Samaria inhabitants 
are forbidden to build within a range of 25 meters from the sides of the inter- 
urban roads.

OIL PRODUCTS PRICES ANNOUNCED 
Amman AL RA'Y in Arabic 2 Feb 81 pp 1, 14

180 Fils per Liter; Gas 1650 Fils for Capital and al-Balqa', 1700 Fils for 
Remaining Areas"] 


[Text] Amman-—Patra--Mudhir Badran, the prime minister and minister of Defense, 
issued the following defense order: 


Based upon Article 5 of defense regulation number 6 of 1939 the following oil 
products produced by Jordanian petroleum refining corporations are set as 
follows: First, prices: 


1 - Liquid gas cylinders of 12.5 kilogram capacity are 1650 Fils per cylinder in 
the Capital and al-Balqa’ governorates. 


2 - Liquid gas cylinders »f 12.5 kilogram capacity are 1700 Fils per cylinder in 
the rest of the kingdom. 


3 - The various types of premium gasoline are 180 Fils per liter for the consumer 
at fuel retail stations. 


4 - The various types cf regular gasoline are 150 Fils per liter for the consumer 
at fuel retail stations. 


5 - Fuel oil is 45 Dinars per ton available at consumer centers. 

6 - Loose asphalt is 35 Dinars per ton available at the refinery. 

7 - Asphalt by the barrel is 45 Dinars per ton available at the refinery. 
Second, regulatory actions: 


a — Liquid gas will be sold to the consumer at home at the prices set above and 
will include installations charges. 


b - Liquid gas will be sold at distribution centers as determined by the minister 
of Trade and Industry. 
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c = Fue! ofl will be sold to the consumer in al-'Aqabah at the price of 48 Dinars 
per ton. 


Third: This order nullifies previous orders which are contradictory in dealing 
with oil products prices. 


Fourth: Any violators of this order will receive punishment as prescribed by 
Article 4 of the defense law for 1935, 


Fifth: This order becomes effective on 2 February 1981.

GULF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PROBLEMS DISCUSSED

Group’ Discusses the Study Made of the Performance Effectiveness of Economic Growth 
in the Arabian Peninsula")

[Text] Concerning the ‘Gulf Study Group' 


The importance of this study group or non-official, non-governmental assembly, and 
the importance of the issues which it deals with, impels us to make a few introduc- 
tory remarks which concern the make-up of this study group or assembly. 


1. This Gulf Study Group is not a miniature version of the Rotary Club or any other 
similar type of club which has a closed membership, restricted to certain groups of 
people, and conducts its discussions in closed assembly halls far away from the 
silent, broad rank-and-file categories of peoples whose problems such clubs meet to 
discuss. 


2. For this reason, those people who are in charge of this study group should take 
their discussions and the issues which they bring up to the broad masses of people 
who should become thoroughly aware of the issues concerning their country and 
society and who should perceive the dimensions of the crucial issues which confront 
them and the solutions which cre being suggested for these problems. 


3. There should also be other, parallel organizations similar to this Gulf Economic 
Study Group in order to have other important issues discussed so that educated people 
can voice their opinions concerning such serious issues, and can do so in an at- 
mosphere which is far removed from that of official government opinions. 


4. Examples of such important issues for which solutions need to be found and con- 
cerning which popular opinions need to be crystallized are “military security in the 
Gulf," "Gulf unity,” “democracy,” “public freedoms," “the Ax an labor force," and 
80 On. 


5. This group still does not officially have the name "Gulf Study Group.” However, 
those who are in charge of the group are thinking of officially giving the group 
this name in order to transform the group into a cultural institution which would 
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exist on a realistic basis inetead of merely remaining a series of meetings which 
would be called by a few individuals on their own personal initiative, the danger 
being that such an unofficial organization might die away with the passage of time 
and as the people in charge of it become too engrossed with matters concerning 
their own everyday lives. 


6 Would it not be fitting for us to listen to the opinions expressed by some of 
chose who are in charge of this project? 


On 25-26 December 1980, in Bahrain, there was a meeting of the Gulf Study Group 
which included 50 prominent personalities from the Gulf who had come together to 
discuss a final report concerning the subject "an introduction to the study of the 
performance effectiveness of the general [economic] plan in the Arabian Peninsula's 
oil-producing nations." 





The Gulf Study Group had held a preliminary meeting in June in Doha which was at- 
tended by the following persons: Sa'id Ahmad Ghubash, Dr ‘Abd al-Rahman ‘Abdallah 
al-Zamil, ‘Abdallah al-Naybari, ‘Abd al-Baqi ‘Abdallah al-Nuri, ‘Abd al-'Aziz Rashid 
al-Rashid, Dr ‘Alf ‘Abd al-Rahman al-Khalaf, Dr ‘Ali Khalifah al-Kawari, and Fahd 
Sa'ud al-Dghitr. 


This meeting discussed the field and subject matter of the club's activity as well 
as preparations for planning the second conference which will be held in Bahrain 
and will be entitled “the Development Symposium." The objective of this symposium 
will be to create a new sctentific and intellectual climate which wil! bring about 
ties and interaction among the inhabitants of the region concerning issues of de- 
velopment. It is also hoped that this will consolidate efforts in the direction of 
studying the conditions of development, analyzing the obstacles to development and 
exploring solutions for removing these obstacles, and crystallizing practical 
strategies which will lead toward the building of a sound social, economic, and 
production-related framework which will be capable of guaranteeing a reasonable and 
decent standard of living for the inhabitants of the Gulf area in the long run. 


Objectives of the Study Group 
The objectives of the study group are; 


l. The creation of Links and communication between natives of the Gulf area who 
are interested in affairs having to do with its development. 


2. Working toward creating self-generated development in the Gulf area which would 
be carried out apart from imported versions of development. 


3. Creating the desire and incentive among the natives of the Gulf area to deal 
with development issues and problems through the medium of a constructive and com- 
prehensive dialogue which would include responsible officials, in their non- 
official capacity, and other people who are interested in public affairs. 


4, Intensifying awareness and perception on the part of the natives of the Gulf 
area in order to put into practice scientific methods and systems of administra- 
tion and performance evaluation. 








5. Exchange of experience and knowledge, benefiting from successful experience and 
avoiding duplication of efforts, beginning where others have left off, and re- 
conciling various points of view with regard to methods, 


The chairman of the second annual meeting will be Dr Usama ‘Abd al-Pahman, the dean 
of the College of Administration in the University of Riyadh. 


The Government of Qatar has contributed 30,000 dollare in order to cover the coste 
of preparing the necessary studies for the annual project, and it has also been 
decided that each of the 50 members will contribute 300 Kuwaiti dinars.

The Issue of Development 


The members of the study group who were at this meeting discussed the issue of 
“development in the oil-producing countries of the Arabian Peninsula amidst oil 
revenues and development administration.” This study is composed of five chapters, 
which are: the concept of administering development, development with regard to 
potential and actual achievements, the capacity of development administration with 
regard to the level which is required and the level which presently exists, reasons 
for the shortcomings which exist in the development of our development administra- 
tion, and the horizons of the development of such development administration. 


The study, which was prepared by Dr Muhammad Sadiq, an expert from the Arab Plan- 
ning Institution in Kuwait, ways that in spite of the differences in given factors 
and conditions among the Gulf countries, the government in each of these countries 
has played a major role in the economic and social development, both quantitatively 
and qualitatively, which these countries have achieved. However, the governments 
of these countries have increasingly taken on responsibilities and tasks in both 
their traditional and developmental realms and consequently have expanded their 
role, and this has taken place under circumstances which have been different from 
the circumstances of the governments of developing countries in general, The ex- 
pansion of the role of government in most of these Gulf countries has taken place 
under circumstances where a relative abundance of resources has been available, 











The Concept of Development 


Development is a comprehensive, integrated, dynamic social proccss which takes place 
within the framework of a network of very complicated mutual ties due to cont inuous 
mutua, interaction between political, economic, social, and adminiatrative factors, 
The objective of development is to broaden man's horizons, and in order for it not 

to be fragmentary economic development should be supplemented by social and political 
development . 





The study points out that the concept of administering development differs in essence 
from the concept of public administration, This is because the dissimilarity in the 
two concepts is attributable to the essential difference between what is ascribed 

to public administration in terms of traditional responsibilities and taske which 
correspond to prevailing practices and which are in harmony with the state's tradi- 
tional role in a country's economic and social life and what is ascribed to it in 
terms of responsibilities and tasks corresponding to the role of the state in the 
processes of economic and social development. 


Individual Income 


What progrees have the countries of the area achieved in some facets of their 
economic development and the development of their human resources? 


The study says that the central issue in these countries is that of diversifying 
sources of income, lessening their dependence on o1il since it is a depleting re- 
source and almost their only resource, investing oil revenues at this stage in 
order to develop alternative sources of income in order to be able to confront the 
vicissitudes [of the international economy], and providing for the future of the 
generations to come. 


The study utilizes certain indicators in order to measure the extent of progress 
in these regards. One indicator used is the average individual income since "all 
of these countries are a single political and economic unit, and the average in- 
dividual income in this group of countries, which is $8,495, is greater than the 
average individual income in the industrial countries." 


But the study also says that this high average individual income cannot be consi- 
dered to be a reliable indicator of growth or development in these countries be- 
cause it has been achieved due to oil revenues and not due to an increase in the 
scope and productivity of production sectors which are outside the petroleum sector. 
Thus it does not show the capacity of these countries in terms of their own re- 
sources and capability of generating income. The high income is nothing more than 
a statistical illusion. 


The study goes on to say: “People may say that there is no reason to worry. But 
these countries should be worried, if not about this generation, then at least 

about the coming generations. This is because whereas these countries are able to 
rely on an influx of oil profits for the immediate future, this cannot be guaranteed 
to continue in the long run.” 


The production, export, and pricing of petroleum, as a primary raw material, is sub- 
ject to a whole set of intertwined local, regional, and international factors of a 
political and economic nature--and these factors are very difficult to control. 





Sources of Income 


The second point concerns sources of income. The study has shown that the average 
contribution of the non-petroleum sector to the GNP, during the period of time 

from 1970/71 to 1977/78, was 30 percent in Kuwait, 34 percent in Saudi Arabia, and 

31 percent in the UAE, Also, the study shows that the general trend of the per- 
centage of the non-petroleum sectors’ contribution to the GNP was a decreasing trend, 
whereas the petroleum sector's percentage of contribution to the GNP hae been on 

the rise. Thue the study says that “the fruite of these countries’ efforts to de- 
crease their dependence on ofl revenues and to develop alternative sources for 
generating income outside the petroleum sector have, during the last few years, not 
been very successful,” 


After that the study proceeds to compare government expenditures and income from 
sources other than petroleum. The study says: "During particular time periods, 
government expenditures constituted 79 percent of the GNP minus ofl revenues in 
Kuwait, 84 percent of the GNP minus ofl revenues in Saudi Arabia, and 79 percent 
of the GNP minus oil revenues in the UAE. What this means is that government ex- 
penditures play a prominent role in these countries’ income when one subtracts oil 
revenues." 


The level of government expenditures determines and controls these three countries’ 
level of income--not counting oil revenues. If we did not count the effect of 
government expenditures in generating that part of their GNP which does not include 
oil revenues, then we would clearly see that there are very few sources for genera- 
ting income which are outside the petroleum sector. The level of income, when we 
do not count government expenditures, goes down to 32.8 percent, 14.9 percent, and 
8.5 percent of the total income, when not counting o1l revenues, in Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia, and the UAE, respectively. Furthermore, when not counting government ex- 
penditures, the level of income goes down to only 9.96 percent, 5 percent, and 2.7 
percent of the total GNP--including income from petroleum and from all other sectors-- 
in Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, and the UAE, respectively. What this means is that if 
there were no more ofl revenues these countries’ prosperity would turn into poverty. 
Both Saudi Arabia and the UAE would become countries with very limited income, and 
Kuwait would become a country with only average income. 


This important study also tells us: “Most of these countries have adopted policies 
which are similar with regard to industrilization and have established industries 
which are based on oil and natural gas. But these countries have not been able to 
achieve a high degree of coordination with each other, and since this is true then 
it is possible that these industries wili end up competing with each other rather 
than supplementing and cooperating with each other. In addition to the latent 
dangers involved in duplication of efforts by these industries, another shortcoming, 
of another sort, exists in this whole approach. The danger here is that these in- 
dustries are all based on petroleum, and what will be their fate after the oil has 
all been used up?" 


This study adds: ‘These countries so far have not been able to achieve any tangible 
progress along the path toward solving any of their problems dealing with economic 
growth and diversification of sources of income. They have not proceeded to invest 
their oil revenues, at this stage, in the development of a production base which 
could deal with the vicissitudes [of their economies] and provide a secure future 
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for their coming generations. The challenge for these countries lies in whether or 
not their governments will prove able to allocate and utilise their ofl revenues 

in an efficient manner in the future in order to make up for what they failed to 
do in the past." 


Increase in Expenditures 


Concerning the matter of capability of administering development--that is, the 
level needed for such administrative capacity as opposed to the present level of 
such administrative capacity--the study addresses the queation of the increase in 
public revenues and expenditures. It clearly emerges that both revenues and ex- 
penditures greatly increase in Saudi Arabia in the two years of 1973 and 1974, and 
the same thing happens in the other countries in 1974 and 1975, except in the case 
of Kuwait in 1975 where revenues and expenditures decreased. Also, in 1977 public 
revenues decreased in Qatar and Saudi Arabia, and in that same year expenditures 
decreased in Oman. In 1978 publi. expenditures decreased in Qatar and, in that 
same year, public revenues decreased in Oman and in the UAE. 


In all of these countries the average rate of increase in expenditures was greater 
than the average rate of increase in revenues, both in the years before and after 
1974, Before 1974, in Qatar the average rate of increase in expenditures was 45.5 
percent and the average rate of increase in revenues was 44.4 percent. After 1974 
these two figures are 45.3 percent and 18.8 percent, respectively. In Oman, before 
1974, these two figures are 42.2 percent as opposed to 18.1 percent, respectively, 
and after 1974 the two figures are 16.1 percent as opposed to 14.3 percent, re- 
spectively. In Bahrain, since 1974, the average rate of increase in expenditures 
has been greater than the average rate of increase in revenues. 


There is another question which the study brings up, and it is: Has the develop- 
ment administration in the Arabian Peninsula's oil-producing countries been able 
to withstand and deal with the challenges of the role of the governments in econo- 
mic and social development during the previous decade? 


The study admits that it does not have any supporting statistics which would fur- 
nish information about the changes which have taken place concerning the level of 
capability of development administration in these countries during the last decade. 
However, the study is able to state, and can justify its statement, that the im- 
provement which has taken place in the capability of development administration has 
been considerably less than what is required for expansion and improvement of the 
traditional and developmental tasks of the governments of these countries during 

the last few years. There is increasing awareness on the part of officials and 
others concerned with issues of national development in these countries that the 
capability of development administration is lower than the level of capability which 
is required for the role which it is necessary for the governments of these countries 
to play and which they must be well prepared for. This has been one of the most 
serious obstacles--if not the most serious obstacle of all--which has stood in the 
way of the path of development in these countries. It has led to the emergence of 

a gap between these countries’ actual achievements and the achievements which they 
are capable of bringing about if they use their available resources in a more ideal 
fashion. These countries’ lack of success in providing diversification of sources 
of income--one of the central developmental issues in these countries--is an indi- 
cator of the general shortcoming of development administration in these countries. 





The study also considers that another shortcoming is the fact that these countries 
do not spend all of the appropriations set aside for their projects and are late in 
implementing and finishing the projects. Other shortcomings are the fact that costes 
of many of the projects end up being higher than their original estimates, there 

are delays in putting the projects into operation, there is often a lack of capa- 
bility of putting them into operation, and when the projects have been completed 

the work which has been done in them is of poor quality. And finally there aree 
two more shortcomings to mention, that is, the fact that foreign firms are coming 

in to operate these projects and the fact that there is the existence of the 
phenomenon of comprehensive contracts. 


The study sume up by saying: "Development administration in the Arabian Peninsula's 
oil-producing countries has not been able to establish the bases of the necessary 
basic infrastructure for building and developing these countries’ own capacity which 
would be capable of enabling development administration to adapt to the challenges 
presented by the needs of economic and social development in these countries during 
the last few years." 


In its fourth chapter, the study deals with the reasons for the shortcomings of 
development administration in these countries, mentioning such things as cont inuous 
expansion of both the traditional and developmental roles played by the governments 
of these countries, constant increases in the demand for development administration 
to both live up to its traditional capabilities and demonstrate modern capabilities, 
and the fact that supply lags behind demand. 


Another problem which is confronted by developmental policy in these countries is 
the fact that their bureaucracy has become inflated due to the policy of creat ing 
jobs for government officials. Also, the quality of employees has been low due to 
the fact that their level of practical experience has been limited and due to the 
fact that their numbers have increased and that they are so new at the job. These 
countries also suffer from a scarcity of the labor force which is necessary for the 
processes of economic and social development. Even their training programs have 
shortcomings. Also, there are deficiencies in their patterns of organization. 


Horizons of Development 


Concerning the subject of horizons of development, the study suggests a few things 
which might contribute toward increasing the effectiveness of dealing with de- 
velopmental problems. They are: 


1. Improving the basic framework of development administration by means of success- 
fully providing the necessary personnel for it--through education, preparation, and 
choosing personnel wisely. In order to achieve this there must be coordination and 
cooperation between these countries as a whole. This will lead to a decrease in 

the cost of these services and will conssitute a basic step toward building the 
parts of an integrated [regional] structure. 


2. Building and developing the capacity which is necessary to provide sound organi- 
zation and sound bases for organizing general functions--because there is a lack of 
qualified personnel for assuming these responsibilities and what personnel is avail- 
able is lacking in experience. 
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3, Planning [in general), 
4, Planning for the development of these countries’ development administration, 


5. Political involvement is a major tasue, Being able to follow definite guide- 
lines for development during the coming years, and preparing and implementing eco- 
nomic, social, and administrative development plans within the framework of these 
guidelines, will depend to a large degree on the degree to which [development 
administration] shows enough real political involvement to abide by these guidelines 
and plans. For this reason, the possibilities of developing these countries’ de- 
velopment administration as a means of achieving their objectives of economic and 
social development will depend on the strengthening of political involvement such 
that the objectives of development are pursued and the means of achieving this de- 
velopment are utilized.

[Text] The "Gulf Study Group," in addition to discussing the study which was made 
concerning development in the Arabian Peninsula's oil-producing countries--develop- 
ment which is going on amidst ofl revenues and development administrat ton--also 
discussed an informational paper concerning the importance of development administra- 
tion, a paper concerning development in the Guld countries ("Problems and Solutions"), 
and the Arab world's universities in their capacity as non-commercial public aca- 
demic institutions of higher learning. 


The paper, which was submitted by Mr ‘Isa Ghanim al-Kawari, the Qatari minister of 
information, and which was entitled "Development in the Gulf Countries--Problems 
and Solutions," says that the Gulf countries possess characteristics which have 
made their pattern a unique one among the developing countries of the world. 


These characteristics or features are: 
1. An almost total reliance on a single depletable source of income, that is, oil, 
to finance the process of their development. In fact, this process of development 


has been a result of the appearance of oil in these countries. 


2. An increase in their rates of economic growth and an increase in their GNP, 
year after year. 


3. Increasing dependence on a foreign labor force in order to carry out the pro- 
cesses of development, in spite of all of the economic burdens and social con- 
sequences which this entails. 


4. A small national market and a limited capacity to absorb [goods]. 


5. Reliance on the government sector and public institutions to take the initia- 
tive in matters concerning development projects. 


As for the objectives which these countries are striving toward, the most important 
of them are as follows: 


1. Working toward diversification of sources of national income. 








2. Lessening their dependence on the foreign work force, especially in the levels 
of higher management, middle management, and in their government administration and 
public sector. 


3. Expanding their infrastructure by creating population centers, building roads 
and communications, and providing social, educational, and health services. 


The Most Serious Difficulties 


The most serious difficulties and problems which stand in the way of development 
for the Gulf countries are: 


l. A disparity in levels of development between the various countries of the Gulf, 

and also a similar disparity in levels of development within the individual countries. 
The reason for this disparity is that the processes of development began in the 
different countries at different times, depending on when oil was discovered and 

began to exported in each one. 


2. Consequently, the development priorities in a given country in the Gulf area 
might be different, at a particular stage, from those of another Gulf country. 

This tends to lessen the opportunities for intra-Gulf cooperation which is so neces- 
sary. 


3. Even if the priorities were the same, there still is no coordination which has 
the objective of integrating the countries. This is especially true in the realm 
of heavy industry, in spite of some small-scale attempts which have been made in 
this direction. 


4, The various Gulf countries are competing to attract the services of foreign 
experts in order to make up for the lack of local experts which are necessary for 
the processes of development. 


5. Currently existing legislation in all of the countries does not encourage the 
movement of Gulf capital from one country to another. 


6. Private capital does not participate in the playing of an important role in 
the development of the Gulf countries’ production sectors, nor does there exist 
the trend of investing in other areas or inside the Gulf countries. 


7. Traditional systems of education predominate in the Gulf countries. The study 
then offers some suggestions for consolidating developmental cooperation and co- 
ordination between the countries of the Gulf: 


First of all, such coordination and cooperation must ex’ . on the domestic level in 
each country, and this can be done by establishing planning bodies in each indivi- 
dual country and by making plans for development on the national level in each 
country. 


When speaking of the regional level, the study demands that a coordinating body be 
set up at the highest levels and that it be staffed by the various necessary experts 
and qualified personnel. This should be done instead of creating numerous govern- 
ment bodies--as is currently the case--which do not communicate or coordinate with 
each other. 
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A favorable climate must be created for the elimination of all of the existing legal 
and legislative obstacles which might hinder freedom of movement and impair the 
process of regional development. 


Furthermore, work should be done toward achieving as much horizontal balance as 
possible in industry, and this can be done by setting up intermediary or process- 
ing industries which supplement heavy industries. Also, an effort must be made to 
encourage Gulf capital to participate in industrial programs. 


The study demands that there be coordination in currency policies--in facc it de- 
mands that there should be a unified currency--so that such a single unified cur- 
rency could draw its strength not from the rise and fall in foreign currency rates 
but rather on the basis of a sound economic production base. This is a subject 
which has been dealt with by many studies and meetings, and right now a clear 
decision must be made with regard to it. 


The next point which the study then takes up is the importance of technology trans- 
fer and absorption of technology. The study demands that the firms which export 
technology to the Gulf countries be obliged to train certain numbers of young 

people from the Gulf countries to both understand anc absorb this technology. Also, 
this technology has to be adapted to circumstances and conditions in the Gulf area. 


The third point concerns taking a look at the systems of administration which are 
still as they were before independence was attained. The study demands the intro- 
duction of modern systems of administration. 


The study also demands that there be a uniform policy among the countries of the 
area concerning providing good employment opportunities for qualified Arab person- 
nel who are emigrating and concerning the creation of a suitable climate for such 
qualified people so that they can play their role in these countries’ national life. 


The Facts Concerning Administration of Development 


One of the important studies which were submitted was the one presented by Dr 

Usama ‘Abd al-Rahman, the dean of the College of Administration at the University of 
Riyadh. The study was entitled "A Fundamental Analysis of the Facts Concerning 
Development Administration and Its Future in the Arabian Peninsula's O0il-Producing 
Countries." 


Dr Usama ‘Abd al-Rahman had conducted a survey among some of the officials in a 
number of government agencies and among some of the executives in a number of the 
private sector's firms. The countries where this was done were Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Qatar, the UAE, and Bahrain. The purpose of the survey was to present a 
picture of the facts concerning development administration and its future, and to 
discover the degree of clarity of vision which exists in these countries with re- 
gard to the question of development. 


This survey clearly demonstrates the fact that the concept of development which 

most of those surveyed had in mind, whether they were employed in the private sector 
or in the government sector, was that "development means human development." This 
was the view of 71.7 percent of those in the government sector and 60.9 percent of 
those in the private sector. As for whether or not development means "transition 
from a state of backwardness to a state of progress," 38.9 percent of those in the 
government sector and 60.9 percent of those in the private sector agreed with this. 
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oncerning the question about which aspect of development is the moat important, 
01.8 percent of those surveyed (60 percent of the government sector employees and 
65.2 percent of the private sector employees) said that [economic] development was 
the most important aspect of development. Of those surveyed, 44.9 percent felt that 
social development was the next most important type of development, and this was 
then followed in importance by administrative development and political development, 
in that order. 


As for what © se surveyed considered development administration to be, the majority 
(65.4 percen., felt that this meant making the best possible utilization of avail- 
able resources. Opinions differed concerning the question of which government 
bodies were directly related to development. Most opinions (91.9 percent) felt that 
only the central planning organizations had this direct relationship with develop- 
ment, but there were opinions which considered that such a relationship was true 

of all of the government agencies and institutions as well as private sector com- 
panies. The majority of those surv yed felt that the most important element of 
development was human resources, They considered the next most important elements 
to be administrative capability and financial resources. 


Diversification of Income 


The majority of those surveyed felt that diversification of sources of income was 

the most important objective of development in the Arabian Peninsula's oil-produc- 
ing countries. The next most important objectives were considered to be the achieve- 
ment of economic and social prosperity and the development of human resources and 
capabilities. The majority of those surveyed believed that there has been a moder- 
ate degree of success in achieving these aims of development in these countries, 
However, they also believed that these countries still greatly depended on oil and 
had not achieved, even to a moderate degree, the objective of diversifying their 
sources of income. In spite cf this, the majority of those surveyed were optimistic 
concerning this matter. 


As for the objectives of development in these countries, 11 percent of those sur- 
veyed (10 percent of the government sector employees and 13 percent of the private 
sector employees) felt that . e objectives were clear ones; 55.9 percent of those 
surveyed (60 percent of the government sector and 47.8 percent of the private 
sector) felt that they were clear to a certain extent; but 31.6 percent of those 
surveyed felt that the objectives of development were not clear. 


The Objectives 


Concerning the question of whether or not their political leaders were clear in their 
minds about the objectives of developmert, 17.6 percent of those surveyed (15.9 per 
cent of the government sector and 15.2 percent of those in tie private sector) felt 
that they clearly understood the objectives; 50 percent (53.3 percent of those in 

the government sector and 54.5 percent of those in the private sector) felt that 
their leaders, to some degree, were clear about what these objectives are; but 26.5 
percent of those surveyed felt that they did not have a clear idea about these ob- 
jectives. 


Concerning whether or not high administrative officials had a clear idea about the 
objectives of development, 9.6 percent said that they did; 60.3 percent felt that 
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they, to some extent, had a clear idea of the objectives; and 26.5 percent felt that 
they did not have a clear idea of these objectives, 


The study saye that clarity of objectives te the key to the success of administra- 
tion of development. Since a amall percentage of those working in both the govern=- 
ment and private sectors believed that the objectives were clear and since most of 
those surveyed believed that the objectives were clear to some extent of else not 
Clear, this is indicative of the fact that there ia not much clarity of vision on 
the part of economic development administration officials as they grope their way 
toward building the present and future of their countries. 





Opinions As to the Reason 


Concerning the degree of success which hae been achieved in these countries in terme 
of development objectives, 8.1 percent felt that there has been a high degree of 
success, 61 percent felt that the degree of success has been moderate, and 24,3 
percent felt that there has been little success. 


As for the reason for the great dependence on of] in spite of the fact that the im- 
portance of diversifying sources of income has been stressed, 56.6 percent of those 
surveyed (55.6 in the government sector and 56,7 percent of those in the private 
sector) felt that the reason for this was that there exists no plan; 20.6 percent 

of those surveyed (17.8 percent of those in the government sector and 26.1 percent 
of those in the private sector) felt that the reason was that the plan has not been 
successful; and 22.8 percent of those surveyed did not mention any particular reason 
for this. 


Concerning the question as to the degree to which a plan for development exists in 
these countries, 41.2 percent of those surveyed (37.8 percent of the government 
sector and 47.8 percent of the private sector) believed that a plan does exist; 
52.9 percent (53.3 percent of those in the government sector and 52.2 percent of 
those in the private sector) felt that there was no plan, 


As for the principal reasons for the lack of success in the development plan, 51.5 
percent of those surveyed felt that the main reasons were administrative, 26.5 per- 
cent felt that the main reasons were political, 15.4 percent felt that th wain 
reasons were social, and 10.3 percent of those surveyed felt that the reasons were 
mainly economic. 


Then the study deals with administrative development and brings up an important 
question, which is: How can the objectives o° the government agencies be made 
clearer in a situation where the development objectives in these countries are not 
very clear--not even in the minds of these countries’ political leaders and high 
administrative officials? 


Negative Consequences 


It seems that most people believe that there has been an expansion in the functions 
and tasks which government agencies are undertaking. They also believe that there 
has been an increase in the number of officials employed, especially in technical 

and professional positions, and they believe that foreign experts and qualified 
personnel have been made use of, either to a moderate or to a great extent, especial- 
ly in technical jobs. But it seems that the majority of people believe that there 





is no plan for administrative development and no plan concerning the labor force 

in these countries, They believe that all of thie is the result of a lack of clarity 
in vision and objectives and that this prevents development administration officials 
from feeling out the correct path toward a definite objective or definite objectives, 


The study goes on to say that in spite of the fact that the majority of those sur- 
veyed believe that the most important element of development is that of human re- 
sources, they also feel that their educational programe in their countries are 
practically unrelated to the issue of development. They also believe that there 
training programs are not linked to the requirements of development. Purthermore, 
most of those surveyed believe that the training programs are usually either only 
moderately effective or very poor, in spite of the fact that high administrative 
officials are convinced of the importance cf such training programs. 


The majority of those surveyed agree that the most serious negative consequence of 
the economic boom for these countries’ administrative apparatus has been an in- 
creasing dependence on foreign workers and employees. A small percentage of those 
working in the government sector feel that the most serious negative consequence 
has been that of a lack of feeling of responsibility and a lack of productivity. 
However, a large percentage of those working in the private sector feel that the 
most serious of these negative consequences is that of a lack of feeling of re- 
sponsibility, and a smaller percentage of those working in the private sector feel 
that poor productivity is the most serious negative consequence,

[Interview of Shaykh Nasir al-Manqur, Saudi ambassador to Britain, by Wafa'i 
Diyab on 2 March in London] 


[Excerpt] London=--[Question] What do you expect from British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's visit to the Saudi Arabian Kingdom in April? 


[Answer] I expect good, everything good in the interest of the two friendly 
countries. We cannot predict what specific subjects will be discussed but the 
current questions that are on the mind of every Arab could be in the forefront 

of these subjects. I would mention in particular the Palestine issue and the 
European initiative and what efforts Britain, which will be the next chairman of 
the EEC Council, could make to advance this initiative and develop it in a manner 
tha. is commensurate with the power of Europe and the 10 EEC member states. This 
subject will be in the forefront of the subjects, as I have said, in addition to 
a number of other subjects that concern the two countries, such as the growth of 
trade and economic exchange and the development of various aspects of cooperation. 
The Saudi Arabian Kingdom welcomes this visit and we have great hopes that it will 
be crowned with complete success. 


Lord Carrington 


[Question] Do you believe that the presence of Lord Carrington as chairman of 
the EEC Council in the summer will give this initiative the required impetus? 


[Answer] I am always optimistic and constantly hopeful. For this reason, I 
believe that it would be good to give this initiative as much time as it needs. 
Looking back 2 or 3 years, we see that the European position regarding the 
Palestinian issue has changed tremendously. France was the first to support the 
undoubtedly just Arab cause. However, the other European countries have begun 

to understand this problem in depth. Public opinion has also begun to change. 

It is known that the government of any country seeks to heed the opinion and 
wishes of the citizens. If the citizens change their opinion on a certain matter, 
the government which represents them realizes this trend. I believe that a change 
has undoubtedly occurred in European and American public opinion. S5Britain took 
the initiative with the other EEC states basically in response to public wishes. 
Despite the fact that I have full confidence in the efforts which Lord Carrington 
will make to resolve the problem, we gust not expect Britain or any other country 
to achieve miracles. 





[Question] Do you think that the European initiative has been given the green 
light by the United States or is it a purely European attempt in reaponse to 
public wishes as you have said? 


[Anawer) I have not yet come to know the opinion of any American official and 
nothing has been attributed to President Reagan or any other American official 
that would enable me to determine the U.S. stance on this initiative, All I have 
heard and all that ia known ao far is what was attributed to former U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger, who detracted from the importance of this initiative. 
However, that was his personal opinion and not that of the United States, I 
imagine that the United States is trying to find a solution to this problem within 
the !ramework of the Camp David agreements. If we expect or imagine the United 
States not to be in favor of this initiative, thie could be due to what is being 
said=-that the United States is afraid for the Camp David accords. 


[Question] Where will the solution come from in the end? From America or from 
Europe’? From where? 


[Anewer] We hold the solution in our hands. We the Arabs can solve this problem 
if we unite and present a strong cohesive united opinion. Undoubtedly the big 
powers have their weight and they have their importance. They also have their 
pressure on any of the parties, one of which has not been submitting to any UN 
resolution. This is the alien body in the Arab homeland. I mean Israel. If 

the Arabs unite and define their stand, the United States and others could bolster 
and support this stand. This is the primary requirement. I cannot say that the 
European initiative came by chance, as I have already said, it came in response 
to European and world public opinion which has changed and adopted a new attitude 
toward the Middle East crisis, particularly toward Palestine, which is dear to 
every Arab. 


The Arab-European Dialogue 


[Question] Do you believe that the Arab-European dialogue, which will be resumed 
at ministerial level in the summer, will have an effect on European-Arab relations 
in general and the European initiative in particular? 


[Answer] I believe in dialogue however long it takes and no matter how many of 
its aspects are negative. No right is lost as long as there is someone to claim 
it. For this reason I sav that the Arab-European dialogue is beneficial no matter 
how negative or positive its results are. 


[Question] From your constant contacts and meetings with British officials have 
you sensed that they or other Europeans have hopes that the initiative will 
succeed, taking into consideration all the circumstances you have mentioned? 


[Answer] I am new in my post of responsibility in Britain. Despite this, I have 
met with a large number of officials in the various parties--the Conservacive 
Party, the Labor Party and the Liberal Party. As a result of these meetings I 
believe that they are aware of the magnitude and seriousness of the problem. jhe 
fair ones are optimistic and support Britain's action and participation in solving 
the problem and they are now closer to us than at any time before. I am not saying 
that all of them are like that because there is a group which supports and colludes 
with Israel and has a different view to that of the Britons whom I have described 
as fair. However, this is democracy.

PROGRESS IN AGRICULTURE, LIVESTOCK DEVELOPMENTS

Services Company, and Muhammad Ahmad al-Hawwari, agricultural engineer at Lashku; 
date not given. } 


[Article: "Study in Progress to Begin Agricultural Industrialization Within 
Sultanate for First Time; Outstanding Prospects for Farming Sector in Country") 


[Text] Perhaps one of the finest features of the second 
five-year plan is its concern for agriculture and the 
abundance of animals in considering them among the pro- 
ductive sectors, and one in which a large number of our 
countrywen work. In this interview we chose one of the 
finer examples of the agricultural sector. 


On our way to the coast of al-Batinah in the vicinity of the 
Barka' region, a large sign caught our attention which had 
“Lashku Agricultural Services" writcen on ite front, and we 
stopped. 


[Question] After an enjoyable tour of the farm among the various vegetables we 
had this rewarding interview with Shaykh Nasir ‘Abdallah Lashku. We asked him 
about the secret of his interest in the farm and if it was still enjoyable? 


[Lashku] Agriculture has an important role in advancing the wheel of progress and 
in raising the standard of living. The government of His Majesty Sultan Qabus bin 
Said has shown a great concern for this sector, saying that it is the basic pillar 
for the building of our national economy. With the beginning of the new year we 
have begun to consider the plan for the wealth in livestock and poultry. Hopefully 
we will make this « matter of great concern until it is possible for us to partici- 
pate effectively in production at our local markets. This is in addition to our 
big project in agriculture, and we thank God that our production of vegetables and 
fruits is rising continuously. Production increased this year by 25 to 50 percent 
over past years. 


We will increase the land under cultivation in order to be able to provide all 
types of vegetables throughout the course of the year in the local markets. I 





cannot neglect to inform you that, by the grace of God, we have begun to produce 
some meats from cattle and sheep, although it te only a beginning with a bright 

future, With the help of God we can keep pace with chis plan through the use of 
modern science in order that we may succeed, God willing, 


[Question] Shaykh Nasir, do you have the necessary fodder with which to raise 
cattle, or do you have to import it from abroad? 


[Lashku] Fodder is available and always plentiful, especially in Oman, As an 
example, dense clover is abundant and remains fertile for between 3 and 12 con- 
tinuous years in good condition, We Omanis call it "genuine Omani clover, and 
which the Omani farmer calle “vein of silver," because it rewards the investment 
of Care, 


Also plentiful is corn (known as “freedom) as well as dates which are considered 
among the best kinds of fodder. As for grasses, we cultivated enough for our 
needs in the summer. Additionally, Oman has been rich in agriculture and fishing 
wealth for a long time, 


Local Livestock Better 


[Question] Which in your opinion is better for Livestock production, local live- 
stock or foreign? 


[Lashku] I would like to inform you that Omani Livestock is much better than 
foreign livestock. This is for many reasons, the most important being economic. 
For example if you had a foreign cow [Freisian] it would need about five times 

as much feed daily as would an Omani cow, because an Omani cow only needs a 

little food. Another aspect is that the foreign cow only gives birth every 2 full 
years, which is the opposite of the Omani cow which gives birth to a calf every 
year. So we note that the Omani cow is beneficial for production in that it is 
economical for feeding. 


This is in itself considered beneficial for the public interest--while ignoring 
the amount of milk which we get from foreign cattle. Because our goal is not 
milk only, but rather growth and an increase in ‘ivestock production. This is 
after we are able to provide the necessary milk for our daily needs, and I advise 
all my Omani brothers of the necessity for interest in original Omani cattle. 


I also wish to inform you that Omani cattle can withstand various climactic con- 
ditions and have a superior ability to combat diseases. This is the opposite of 
foreign cattle of which many are afflicted by disease and at times cannot with- 
stand changing climactic conditions. They also need great care in feed, drink and 
treatment. 


[Question] I would like to return once more to the subject of agriculture and 
your interest in it. 


[Lashku] I am greatly interested in agriculture and due to my high hopes for its 
flowering and progress I have established a company to look over it, and which 
has been provided all of its needs. This is the Lashku Agricultural Services 





Company. In addition to our having four engineers with much experience in the 
field of agriculture and planning, we also have 40 farmers inatructing in the moat 
modern methods of farming. Under their guardianship the farming has progressed to 
what you see now. 


(Question; For what purpose did you establish the Lashku Agricultural Services 
Company? 


[Lashku] The reasons and areas are many and I can tell you that ite first goal 
ia growth in agricultural production by following modern scientific techniques, 
as well as the growth and stimulation of livestock production and work towards 
providing the seeds and insecticides necessary to combat plant epidemics and 
diseases, This is in addition to our interest in a vitally important plan, which 
is the plan for chemical fertilizers supported by the Ministry of Agriculture for 
the farmers. Thank God that those working on this under the supervision of the 
company include a number of employees with great experience and skill in the 
field of receiving, distribution and organization. So now I will leave you with 
engineer Muhammad Ahmad al-Hawwari, in his capacity as director of Lashku 
Agricultural Services, to inform you of the other scopes of the company. 


Diverse Projects 


[Question] I asked engineer al-Hawwari: In your capacity as the director of 
Lashku Agricultural Services, as Shaykh Nasir Lashku mentioned, I would like you 
to inform us of the other fields encompassed by the company. 


[Al-Hawwari] The Lashku Agricultural Services Company is considered one of the 
modern branches of the group of Lashku companies. it has many fields which can 
be divided as follows: 


Agricultural activity: This is concerned with the establishment of special farms 
for the company such as the Khadra', Barka’' and Al-Khaburah farms, in addition 

to the distribution of chemical fertilizers. There are 32 fertilizer distribution 
centers and branches throughout the Sultanate. 


Botanical activity and its offshoots: For example, field produce, vegetables and 
fruits. 


Livestock activity and its offshoots: For example, meat production from animals 
like cattle and sheep, dairy products, egg production and chicken meat. 


Our plan for the future is based upon the Omani people's need for the availability 
of fresh meats, dairy products, eggs and chicken. In view of the lack of projects 
completed in this field our goal is to extend the increase in livestock in our 
possession until the ratio reaches 500 head of cattle and 1000 head of sheep, with 
30 percent earmarked for dairy production, 30 percent for breeding and 40 percent 
for fattening and meat production. 


The company has a planning and supervision branch for citizens’ farms. Among the 
farms which the company oversees are: 





Farme on the coast of al-Batinah, the al-Sharqiyah region, the southern region, as 
well as the al-Zahirah region and the Capital Area. These farma which were un- 
productive when we took them over have now begun to produce, We treated the 

trees which appeared to us to be afflicted by several diseases caused by overuse 
of chemical fertilizers on one hand, and a lack of adaptability on the other hand, 
as well as the unavailability of technical control. We hope to increase the 
citizens’ acceptance in supporting the efforts which our company is extending in 
raising the status of agriculture in our rich Oman, with our company having a 
humble share in it. 


Additionally, our company is now undertaking » detailed study on the best system 
of marketing various vegetable and fruit pr © throughout the Sultanate, in 
order to create a more ideal marketing syst: © bring producers a higher price 
and to bring consumers a lower price. We hope to finish this study soon, There 
are still ideas under study concerning the possibility of nutritional industrial- 
ization in the Sultanate for the first time, 


[Question] But what are the future goals for your company in the field of 
agriculture? 


[Al-Hawwari] Everyone knows that agriculture is the backbone of the country's 
economy, for from it nutritional security for our countrymen is achieved and the 
country can stand on a firm economy in order to build its culture. We have many 
examples to indicate this in the countries which are advanced economically, 
politically and militarily. We see that agriculture represents a ratio of not less 
than 50 percent of the national income of these countries, among them the United 
States of America, Canada and Australia. Poland is considered a living example 

of the advanced countries, relying basically on agriculture. 


Studies and Agricultural Planning 


[Question] I then conversed with Shaykh Nasir Lashku again and began by asking 
him: After the talk with engineer al-Hawwari I would like you to give us an idea 
of your aspirations for the future of agriculture? 


[Lashku] I would like Oman to return to its centuries-old past in agriculture. 
Oman has a vast area, a unique location, its land is fertile and its waters 
plentiful, and is bestowed generously with all types of vegetable produce whether 
it be field or garden produce. 


This wealth granted by God compels us to use it as best we can, such as with 
economical projects. We must not forget the great role which the Ministry of 
Agriculture plays in guiding and directing the farmers, but for our work in agri- 
culture we need scientific studies and agricultural planning in order to reach the 
desired goal for our Oman. 


On this occasion I would like to suggest the establishment of an agricultural 
organization or association and a central association to provide more facilities 
for farmers in the fields of production, agricultural marketing and agricultural 





planning for the future. These organizations would work side by side with the 
Ministry of Agriculture. On the occasion of the glad tidings brought to us by 
His Majesty on the Tenth National Holiday in the establishment of the agricultural 
loan bank, we are conducting a study of a project to establish a farm to produce 
eggs and chickens among our farms located in the Barka' region, We expect that 
production will begin during the next two months, God willing. Also in the field 
of industrialization we have established a plant to produce fences to surround 
farms at encouraging prices. This falls in with our plan to establish a nursery 
for fruits and trees where we can produce the best seedlings at encouraging prices 
for the farmers. This is in keeping with the large role played by the Ministry 
of Agriculture in this field. 


Our efforts towards ag.. cultural progress have been a modest partaking by our 
company in this field and we hope that all will concentrate on the agricultural 
plans and the results will bring the best. 


At the end of our interview with Nasir Lashku he said that there is no doubt that 
what has been achieved in the Sultanate of Oman up to now under the direction of 
the sultan is the dream of what previous generations wished for us, and is con- 
sidered an example for countries where we have made up for what happened in the 
past.

NEW ROADS TO BE BUILT IN REMOTE REGIONS 
Muscat ‘'UMAN in Arabic 17 Jan 81 p 1 


[Article: "Basic Services Provided for Remote Regions; Building of 6 New Roads 
to Connect Villages."] 





[Text] This week the Ministry ot [Transportation will sign five new agreements in 
addition to the agreement which was signed the day before yesterday for the 
establishment of six new roads aimed essentially at the connecting the remote 
regions with each other. The length of these roads amounts to about 1105 
kilometers, and all of them will be implemented during the coming year. 


The building of these roads falls under the plans established by the ministerial 
council to provide basic services for the remote areas and to be implemented during 
the year 1981. 


This council was formed by a royal decree by His Majesty Sultan Qabus bin Said in 
order to provide basic services needed by the remote regions of the Sultanate. 


The ministry established the necessary specifications for the preparation and 
paving of these roads in keeping with modern technical foundations for these 

types of roads. So the width of the road will be 12 and 1/2 meters, observing 
modern engineering standards for roads, whereupon these roads will be suitable for 
continuous vehicle traffic without hindrance. 


According to the agreement for the preparation and paving of these roads the con- 
tractor will be responsible for their maintenance for a period of three years after 
their completion. 


His Excellency the minister of Communications, Salim Nasir Al-Bu Sa'idi, signed 
on Wednesday--acting on behalf of the government--an agreement for the preparation 
and paving of a road to connect Hayma and Daqam. Signing on behalf of the Omani 
development company which will execute the plan was the company director. 


The value of the agreement comes to 450,000 Riyal, and the length o: the road will 
reach 185 kilometers branching off from the Nazwa-Thamarit road, stretching from 
Hayma to the Daqam region which lies on the coast of the Arabian Sea. 


As for the second road, it is 290 kilometers in length and extends from Sanad 
southward until Sultabat, with a connection in Khaluf on the Arabian Sea.

AMERICA SEEN PREACHING [DEALS WHILE PLUNDERING iHIRD WORLD

[Excerpts] If we as Arabs wanted to discuss America's attitude toward our people 
in view of the theory of human rights which its various political administrations 
have espoused, we would find several questions open for discussion. In American 
Opinion, crushing the Palestinian Arab people totally, expelling them from their 
nation and pursuing them in several wars using all kinds of deadly and lethal 
weapons is for the sake of defending America, since Israel is America's front 

in the Arab nation and this front must be protected, even if it is over the necks 
of the Palestinian Arab people. Starving out the Third World and the death of 

a third of its children under the phantom of starvation and putting up with 
Sickness, poverty and ignorance are precautionary acts designed to continue to 
get hold of uranium, iron, gold, petroleum, rubber, sugar cane and other resources 
and important strategic commodities which constitute the basic framework for the 
luxury of the “rich world," the world of imperialism, while the owners of these 
resources suffer death from starvation, death from destruction by the American 
camp, death from torture by the followers of America. 


These are the fundamentals of American strategy in the Third World and in the 
Arab nation. The really sad thing is that America is doing all of that while 
saying that it is acting on the principles of morality, humanity, civilization 
and and protection of human rights.

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These are the questions which all of the people on earth are directing toward 
America, to the American legislator, or to the economic, political and commercial 
machinery, or in particular to the American administration, no matter whether 

the horse which pulls the carriage is Democrat or Republican, Carter or Reagan. 


There are a number of conflicting pictures in this world, where we see the Third 
World, and we see the First World, and we see that strange world. It is a source 
of both scorn and anger that «+: find the world of imperialism complaining about the 
Third World and especially o laining about the Arab nation and, more specifically, 
petroleum, and bearing the ce: ponsibility for that economic collapse in its world. 
Inasmuch as it is experien | unemployment, recession, inflation and rising 
prices, and disturbances ii ie balances between wages and prices and between 
Supply and demand, and it clings to the laws of the capitalist economic system, 

it has reached the point where it must repair and regain what this capitalist- 
imperialist world has lost. 


What follows is what is happening in the Arab region and especially what is 
happening in the oil region. That trick is clearly in the removal of oil from 
the struggle and in the trick of exhausting the powers of the area by occupying 
them in successive conflagurations. Even more than that, American policy has 
become involved in the game of working both sides of the street, fanning fear, 
gunfire and tension, at the same time offering its services to extinguish tris 
fire and tension by offering programs of coordination and military security, 
moving toward a future alliance to swallow up the other side and completely 
control the oil wells of some Arabs. 


After all of that, America is still trying to hide its ugly face, revealing its 
hypocrisy--flirting with its followers while claiming to protect them. Should 
the lamb trust the wolf? 


Camp David Train 


After all of that, the Camp David train is still trying to follow its journey 
from station to station to pick up a new passenger, departing from the chart of 
Arab interests and goals and traveling toward the swamp of imperialism and 
Zionism. 


The "first passenger" on the Camp David train is followed by the second passenger, 
who harmonizes when he says: "Egypt does not object and will not object to 
having Jordan join the negotiation operation in the Middle East. Also, Egypt 
does not oppose the choice of Jordan by the Israeli Labor Party as a stand-in 

to solve the Palestinian question." 


From this concept which emerged gradually, we find that the new American admini- 
Stration will pursue the Camp David game, but more quickly, with more violent 
methods and with reckless thoughtlessness. The heart of the current crick is 

to begin with the Jordanian choice to replace the revolutionary choice, which is 
represented by Syria of the revolution, the PLO and the states of defiance and 
resistance. 





The first trick will be an attempt to sever the progressive link between the 
revolution of the occupied territory and the revolution of the PLO by cultivating 
traitorous leaders rather than nationalist leaders loyal to Palestine and the 
Palestinian revolution, which is represented by the PLO. 


These traitors will try to show a Palestine facade. Acceptance of the Jordanian 
choice will be a frist step, to be followed by opening new fronts against the 
PLO, the most important of which are Israeli military attacks against the camps 
and bases of the Plaestinian revolution. 


On the other hand, the American-[sraeli-Sadat enemy and their allies will try 

to intensify hostility toward Syria and blockade it in every way, considering

What Is Left for America 
What remains for the new American administration? 


All doors are all but barred before it, and its heedless thoughtlessness will 
quickly lead to failure, since the world is changing, mankind is developing and 
progressing, the Third World is awakening, and the revolution of peoples is one 
and closely interwoven, with strategic links to the socialist camp headed by 
the friendly Soviet Union. 


As for America's hypocrisy, it is visible to all fighting people, inc)uding our 
brave Arab people, since all of America's claims about moral principles, high 
ideals and supporting human freedom are only a snare to catch the American 
legislator, first, and gullible people in the Third World, second.

Bay that the next stage is the stage of reckoning for the American administration, 
The lofty, upright American face whose attention is monopolized by tears for 
missing individuals and shouting over any damage to it, without any consideration 
for the world wronged by its criminal acts, is a facade whose time must come to 

an end.

MUSLIM BROTHERHOOD ATTACKS--Last Saturday, a Muslim brotherhood group laid a trap 
in the Bab al-Faraj Quarter in Aleppo and began to rob pedestrians of their money 
and jewelry. An army unit surrounded the group and killed three Muslim brother- 
hood members: (Mustafa Dibu), ('Abd al-Sattar Ibn Muhammad ‘Awwad) and (Muhammad 
"Ali Husayn). In the (al-Hulluk) Quarter in Aleppo, a patrol from the special 
units was attacked by Muslim brotherhood members who killed several military per- 
sonnel. A massacre occurred while a bus was travelling from Latakia to Aleppo. 
On arriving at the al-Shaghur Bridge in the al-Ghab Plain, the bus was stopped 

by intelligence men manning a roadblock in order to check the identity cards of 
the passengers. The bus was then attacked by Muslim brotherhood members, who 
used handgrenades and light weapons; 25 people were killed or wounded, including

ZAYLD COMMENTS ON DISPUTED ISLANDS, GULF WAR, ISLAMIC CONFERENCE 
Beirut AL-ANWA? in Arabic 4 Jan 81 p } 


[Interview with Shaykh Zayid Ibn Sultan al-Nuhayyan, head of state of the UAE, 
by AL-ANWAR's correspondent in Abu Dhabi; date of interview not given] 


Serious Steps Have Been Taken Toward Permanent and Broader 
Formulation of Coordination Between the Gulf Countries. 


It Is Our National and Arab Duty to Affirm Our Right to 
the Islands. 


[Text] Shaykah Zayid Ibn Sultan al-Nuhayyan, head of state of the UAE, in an 
interview with AL-ANWAR, said that serious steps had recently been taken to pave 
the way for permanent and broader formulation of coordination between the Gulf 
countries. He also expressed his hope that the overall picture would become 
clearer after the summit conference in Mecca. 


Shayh Zayid gave this interview to AL-ANWAR before departing for Pakistan on 
a private visit. The interview went as follows: 


[Question] What is your opinion about the upcoming Islamic conference in Mecca? 


[Answer] The Islamic summit conference, which our great fellow-Arab country, 
Saudi Arabia, underrcook to call in critical times such as these, and to host 

in Mecca in particular, is the best and most appropriate means for Arab and 
Moslem leaders to deal with their responsibilities and the problems concerning 
their countries and peoples. This conference will make clear to all of them, 
before the eyes of the people of their nations and of the whole world, what their 
responsibilities are. 


The Palestine problem, the war in the Gulf, and the Afghanistan problem all need 

to be dealt with in a sound manner, and they all require sound solutions. It is 

no longer in our interest to delay. All internationa circumstances are changing, 
including those relating to the American presidency, internation detente, the 
European situation, and internal deterioration in the Zionist state. The Arabs 

and Moslems must utilize this situation for the benefit of their causes and to 
serve their objectives. It is imperative that the Arabs and Moslems mobilize 

their collective will in order to act to achieve a change in the balance of power. 
In our opinion this is, in short, what is expected of the Islamic summit conference. 
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Saudi Arabia, with ite well-balanced diplomacy and unified comprehensive policy, 
ia the ideal country to embark upon this historic mission. 


Thue Gulf War 
[Question] And what about developments in the Gulf war in particular? 


{[Anewer] The announcement in Riyadh that the lalamic summit conference will 
concentrate much of its effort on finding a peaceful, brotherly, and Islamic 
solution to the Gulf war is, in our opinion, the best way to prepare for the 
summit conference and is the best way to begin dealing with our pressing issues. 
This is because the best solution for the Palestine problem cannot be reached 
until Arabs and Moslems are no nger preoccupied with the Gulf war. 


We, for our part, informed our fellow-Arab nation of Algeria, during its foreign 
minister's visi. to our country, that we would welcome any efforts on Algeria's 
part to bring about a rapprochement between Iraq and Iran, and that we were 
prepared to do all we could to support such efforts. 


[Question] Was the matter of the islands brought up during this visit or on 
any other occasion? 


[Answer] Our firm and unalterable position, which we made public both during 
the shah's regime and after the fall of the shah, is that we will not hesitate 
to affirm our right to these islands of ours. This is both our national and our 
Arab duty. Our means of doing this will remain that of furnishing Legal proof 
and documents, by means of a joint dialogue and mutual understanding, so that 
each party will receive its due and the Arabs will once again have what is 
rightfully theirs. 


[Question] How much has been achieved in the realm of coordination between the 
Gulf countries at the present time? 


[Answer] The UAE is, above all, an existing and developing model of federation 
both for the Arabs and the Gulf, and it is ready to promote the interests of 
any efforts toward unification and coordination among its fellow-Arab countries 
of the Gulf. Every action of unification in the region represents support for 
the UAE and for our experiment in unity, and is confirmation of the fact that 
the policy of federation which we have adopted here is the policy which, in 

the final analysis, must be adopted for all of the Arab states of the Gulf. 

Our existence [as a federation) is, in itself, a standing and open appeal for 
the achievement and expansion of Gulf unity. 


Serious steps have recently been taken to pave the way for permanent and broader 
formulation of coordination between the Gulf countries.

[Question] What is your evaluation of the situation of the UAE itself now that 
it has been 10 years since it was established?

NATIONAL COUNCIL DISCUSSES DOMESTIC LSSUES 
Abu Dhabi AL-ILTTIHAD in Arabic 7 Jan 81 p 3 


[Article by Muhammad Shahin: "Discussions Concerned Wit! Achieving Prosperity 
for the Country and Its Citizens Were the Result of a Reply to the Inaugural 
Address of the National Council") 


The Members of the Council Are Requesting That Eight Principal 
Topics Be Discussed in Detail: Regulation of Domestic Trade, 
Limitation of Foreign Immigration, Sufficient Loans for Housing, 
Organization of the Domestic Labor Force, Merging the Ministries 
of Public Security and National Defense, Modern Residences for 
Everyone, a Unified Electric Power Network, and Guidance and 
Orientation for the News Media. 


The Members of the Council Are Praising the Government's Efforts 
to Provide Services, and Are Asking That More Effort Be Expended 
So That Projects Will Be Quickly Completed and Services Will 

Be Rendered for Remote Areas. 


[Text] Yesterday's session of the Federal National Council, which was chaired by 
His Grace Taryam ‘Umran Taryam, chairman of the council, constituted a real 
beginning in the discussion of a number of problems which our citizens are 
preoccupied with and which the members of the council consider it necessary 

for the government to expend efforts to solve. These problems crystallized 

and were brought up for discussion by means of the reply which was formulated 

by the committee which was formed to give a response to the council's inaugural 
address. In its reply, which was approved unanimously by the members of the 
council yesterday, the committee touched upon only the main topics. It was 
decided to postpone, till future sessions, studying and discussing these topics 
in detail with the ministers concerned. With this in mind, the committee has 
actually already begun to send four letters to the ministers concerned regarding 
discussing these issues in the council. 


This same trend predominated during yesterday's session of the council. In spite 
of the side discussions which dealt with a number of aspects of the reply, the 
members of the council, at the end of their discussions, unanimously agreed that 
it was necessary to deal with these topics which they had brought up. Taese 








topics concerned themselves with the total range of our citizens’ problema and with 
the achievement of atability in all of our state inetitutiona in addition to 
putting into practice the articles of our constitution which concern control by 
the federse) government over public utilities. It was unanimously agreed that all 
of these topics would be brought up before the council during future sessions 

ao that they could be discussed in detail. The topics which were brought up 
were: regulation of domestic trade, merging the ministries of Public Security 
and National Detense, Limitation of foreign immigration, providing low-cost 
housing to all of our citizens, providing necessary loans to help them build 

new houses, control of the Ministry of Electricity over all of our country's 
power @tations, guidance and orientation for our news media, and reorganization 
of the domestic labor torce. 


The Important thing is that the council, in this important session, concluded 
by ratifying the reply to the address made by his highness the head of state 
when he inaugurated the council's current session. THe members of the council 
also praised the government's efforts to deal with all of our country's foreign 
and domestic issues, and they demanded that more such efforts be made. 


The reply to the inaugural address was a reply which was complete in all aspects. 
It praised the efforts of the government in general concerning all of the projects 
and achievements which have been accomplished in order to serve our country and 
its citizens. At the same time, this reply also presented to the government 

the opinion of the National Council concerning everything having to do with our 
country's foreign and eomestic issues. In order for us to present our readers 
with an idea of the discussions which took place concerning these matters, it 

is necessary to briefly summarize the reply which was made to the speech. At 

this juncture we will concentrate on domestic issues. 


In general the reply praises the services which the government has provided in 
the scope of its domestic policy, ana the reply also demands an increase in 
these services so that they can be guaranteed to all of our citizens on all 
levels and in all walks of life. Then the reply deals with all of the various 
sectors. When concerning itself with education, the council expresses its 
alarm concerning the fact that many students are dropping out of school and 
are not finishing their education because they are going to work or doing 
something else. The council feels that it is financial inducements which lead 
them to do this. Furthermore, the council demands, that the government study 
this phenomenon with a view to putting a stop to it. The council emphasizes 
that it is necessary to impose tighter controls over the private schools in 
order to prevent them from deviating from their prescribed objectives. 


Likewise, the council demands that new faculties be established in the University 
of the United Arab Emirates. 


The Need for the Ministry of Electricity to Be in Charge of All the Power Plants 


In the realm of public health services, the council is of the opinion that the 
processes of development and change in this field are proceeding at a very slow 
pace and makes reference to shortcomings which have previously been noted 
concerning these services. The council feels that it is necessary to include 





and improve such services in the northern and eastern areas of the country. 
The council also feels that the rates of construction and implementation of 
projects have been very slow in the realm of public works and housing. The 
council urges the government to make a study of the reasons for the delay in 
implementing these projects, and urges that the government review the types of 
low-income housing being built. 


As for the field of electric power, the reply refers to an important point 

which was brought up in a previous session. This point concerns control exercised 
by the Ministry of Water and Electricity over all of the electric power stations 
in the country. In this regard, the council feels that, in spite of the fact 

that the constitution stipulates that electric power services by services provided 
by the federal government, the ministry is still not providing these services 
except in some of the country's principalities. This is in violation of the 
constitution, and this situation must be remedied. Therefore the council urges 
that the government link all of the nation's power plants into a unified network 
in order to guarantee that service be efficiently provided. The council urges 
that this porject be completed as soon as possible in order to deal with the 
shortcomings of having this service disrupted, especially in the eastern areas 

of the country. 


Furthermore, the council urges that the government expand the country's total 
area of arable land so that the country can become self-sufficient in vegetable 
production. The council also has demanded that support be given to agricultural 
development, development of water sources, and development of projects for 
exploiting fish resources, and the council has demanded that the fish resources 
in the waters ot the Gulf be exploited in a beneficial manner. 


Concerning the domain of planning, the council demands that the Ministry of 
Planning work toward achieving comprehensive and total coordination between the 
ministries of the government, and that this be done by utilizing knowledge gained 
from the public census which was recently conducted. The council praised the 
direction which the government has taken in the way of codification of Islamic 
law. [t urges that all of the bills which are formulated by the Higher Committee 
for Islamic Law be submitted to it. In addition to this, the council demands 
that Support be given to Islamic societies in their efforts to confront [foreign] 
missionary activity in the country. Concerning the realsm of national defense 
and public security, the council deamnds, in its reply to the inauguration speech, 
that the ministries of Public Security and National Defense be merged, and it is 
expected that they will be merged. 


The Council Members Discuss the Repiy 


After council member Salih al-Shal, reporter for the committee which was formed 
to provide a reply to the inauguration address, finished reading the reply, 

the door was opened for discussion so that the members of the council could 
express their Opinions concerning the contents of the reply. 


The first person to express his opinion was council member Nasir Lutah. He 
said: "I have something to say concerning the low-income housing. The reply 
talks about demanding more such low-income housing. Why are we insisting on 








low-income housing? We are a rich oll-producing nation, and our citizens should 
live in housing which they can afford. In the old days we lived in low-income 
houses, so why should we move from one type of low-income houses to another 

type of low-income houses? What we demand is that our houses have electricity 
4nd water and that they constitute housing which is suitable for our citizens. 
We do not want a house which has only two rooms. Why should one of our citizens 
who has five children live in an old low-income house which has only two rooms 
and where the water collects around the house and forms puddles?" 


This opinion was supported by the chairman of the council, who said: "This is 
a very important matter and we should be concerend with it. We are tired of all 
these recommendations concerning the type of housing which is needed for our 
citizens and concerning the choice of suitable places to build this housing. 

The reply dealt with this matter, but not in detail." 


Then the floor was taken by Hilal Lutah who expressed his opinion about this 
Same subject. He said: "The text of the reply to the inauguration address is 
adequate and complete, but I have a remark concerning the matter of the Low- 
income housing which the reply said some of which has already collapsed. My 
question is: ‘Has the committee ascertained that some of the low-income houses 
really have collapsed?'" 


A number of council members replied to this question, saying: ‘Yes. About 120 
such low-income houses really have collapsed, and we have already discussed 
this matter in the council." 


This Means a Violation of One of the Articles of the Constitution 


The next person to take the floor was council member Muhammad al-'Amiri who 

then had a comment concerning what the reply said about electric power. He 

said: "I want to take this opportunity to make it clear that if the Ministry 

of Electricity is not in charge ot all the power plants in the country, this 
means a violation of the constitution. In Article 45 of the constitution it 

says that in no case is it permitted to violate the text of the constitution. 

And what this is is a violation of one of the articles of the constitution, and 
that is not permissible. What we must do is demand that the minister of 
electricity take charge of all of the country's power plants, from Abu Dhabi 

to al-Fujayrah." Then Mr al-'Amiri brought up another point which concerns the 
transfer of sponsorship. He said: "The law stipulates that the transfer of 
sponsorship from one employer to another is another thing which is not permitted. 
An employer is supposed to pay the return trip of a worker who finishes working for 
him. And if another employer wants to hire a worker, for example, then he is 
supposed to bring him to the place of employment and pay his way. The former 

has to pay the return trip of the worker who finishes working for him, and the 
latter has to pay for the trip of the worker being hired when he comes to his 
place of employment. It was possible to keep trom paying these sums ot money 

by allowing a transfer of sponsorship where no return trip was involved." 


Council member Nasir Lutah interrupted him and said: 'What we are concerned 
with here is the reply to the inauguration address. These topics are secondary 
topics which we can discuss later in future sessions." Then council member 
Muhammad al-Musa took the floor and gave his support to Muhammad al-'‘Amiri 


concerning the remarks that he had made. 





Mr al-Musa then chose to drop this subject and to bring up another subject=-that 
of the informational and news media. te said that he thought it was necessary 

to have the reply contain some remarks concerning the country's policy with 
regard to the news media. He said: "The reply to the inauguration address 
Stressed the importance of local news media being concerned with the ideas 
hostile to us which foreign news media are propagating. The fact is that the 
news media in our country are publishing and broadcasting a lot of sex and moral 
depravity. This has a greater [negative] effect on us than a thousand centers 

of missionary activity. We never run across a Moslem who has become a Christian, 
but what we do run across is many people who have cast off their religion and 
have gone in for a lot of dancing, shameless behavior, and lewdness. 1 feel that 
we should stress this aspect in the reply which we give." This was then 
commented on by His Grace Taryam 'l'mran, who said: "You have entered into 
details which can be brought up for discussion in future sessions. What we 
should stress here are the main topics for discussion." 


But council member Khalifah Matar continued the Line of discussion brought up 
by Muhammad al=-Musa, supporting what he said and adding the following: "Our 
country has a lot ot video-tape stores which dispense moral depravity and 
lewdness. This is a very important matter, and the news media should take 

it up." 


Then council member Khalifah Muhammad made some remarks concerning the subject 

of providing loans to our citizens. He said: "The reply does not contain a 
demand for increasing these loans. The reply also does not contain any reference 
to the matter of giving employment to recent graduates. The amount of 200 
million dirhams is not enough for these loans. Furthermore, it should be made 
obligatory for us to employ recent graduates and to support them materially. 

The other Gulf countries give financial aid to recent graduates so that tiucyv 

can build their new lives." 


When the discussion became too lengthy concerning secondary matters, council 
member Salih al-Shal, the reporter for the committee which was formed to give 

the response to the inaguration address, asked for the floor. He said: "The 
inauguration address, which was read by his highness and head of state, contained 
only broad outlines. Therefore the response contained only broad outlines. 

As tor further details, the committee feel that they should be discussed in 

the future sessions of the council. Based on this approach, the committee has 
written a letter to the minister of public works and housing informing him of 

a future discussion which the committee would like to hold concerning the 

matter of low-income housing.” 


Demanding a Halt to Foreign Immigration 


1 


This was an idea which was rejected by council member Faraj [bn Hammudah. He 
thourht that the response should include veveryting, and in more detail. He siad: 
"This reply is being sent to the head of state. For this reason it should include 
everything. And on this basis I feel that we should demand a halt to foreign 
immigration. This is a matter which is more important than the matter of low- 
income housing." 





These remarks were answered by the chairman of the council who said: "The 
problem is a problem of those citizens who take it upon themselves to bring in 
foreign laborers. This is attributable to duplication of projects. For this 
reason, certain guidelines for such immigration should be set, and the thousands 
v’ foreigners in our country who are Unemployed should be sent away. The 
presence of foreigners has begun to eliminate many of our values. Already our 
language has disappeared." 


Council member Fara} Hammudah once again spoke and brought up another matter, 
which was that of commercial laws. He said: "Ever since the country was 
founded the Ministry of Economy has not suggested iny Laws concerning the 
regulation of commerce in our country. This matter should have been mentioned 
in the reply. Right now the country is ina state of anarchy, and our resources 
are being plundered by foreign firms. We should demand that the government 
forjulate commercial laws and submit them to the council." 


When the discussion became prolonged, the chairman of the council cut it short 
by saying: "Those of our fellow council members who are expressing their ideas 
right now concerning some of these issues are inspired by their zeal to protect 
the public interest. I feel that the topics which they have brought up should 
be discussed as soon as possible by the council." 


His suggestion was approved, and the reply was approved without any changes 
being made in it. 


After that the council took up [tem 7 on its agenda, which concerned the federal 
bill which would exempt the Real Estate Loan Settlement Committee from being 
Subject to advance review by the Government Accounting Office. After the bill 
was read by council member Hilal Lutah, it was commented on by His Excellency 
Sa'id Ghubash, the minister of planning. He said: "The Real Estate Loan 
Settlement Committee submitted this request to the cabinet last August so that 

it could finish its work as soon as possible. The council agreed to this 
request. However, the committee is still in existence. But when the Real Estate 
Bank is established, the committee will be dissolved and the bank will take over 
its job." 


Then the council took up discussion concerning the bili which would provide 
funds of 1 million dirhams for electricity projects. QGuncil member Muhammad 
al-Musa commented on this by making a remark about the reason for the delay in 
this bill. He demanded that such bills be enacted quickly. HIis Excellency 
Hamid Nasir al-'Uways, the minister of electricity, said that the ministry's 
estimates and calculations were taken into account when the budget was being 
compiled. But he said that new factors were always cropping up because the UAE 
was engaged ina race against time. 


The session then came to an end and Tuesday, 2/ January 1981 was set as the 
date of the next session.

[Article by AL-KHALIJ's correspondent in Abu Dhabi: "There Are 538,000 Workers 
in the UAE") 


[Text] This year the number of workers in the various sector: of the country's 
economy reached a total of 538,000, and they are earning an annual total of 15.976 
billion dirhams. 


Statistics published by the Ministry of Planning indicate that the labor force has 
increased by an annual rate of 13.6 percent as a result of the economic activity 
and development which the country has witnessed during the last few years. 


These statistics show that this increase was mainly in the construction sector. 
This sector accounted for a total of 71,000 workers, and the field of transportation 
and communications accounted for 43,000 workers. 


The field of wholesale and retail trade accounted for 39,000 workers in government 
service. Also, the statistics indicate that there was a noticeable improvement in 
wages, since wages went up [an average of] 24.7 percent per year during this time 
period. 


In addition to this, statistics tell us that the total value of agricultural and 
industriai goods exported this year amounted to approximately 300 million dirhams, 
and it is expected that the total value of liquefied gas exported will amount to 
about 1.935 billion dirhams. 


Goods imported this year totalled approximately 31.830 billion dirhams. Imports 
went up an average of 39.2 percent, whereas exports went up an average of 41.3 
percent. 


Statistics also show that the UAE achieved an average trade surplus of about 40.7 
percent per year. This year the trade surplus totalled 44,588 million dirhams. 
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As tor the rise in residential rents, this ia attributable to the existence of 
rental agencies and subletting. We are not against rental agencies as such, but 
they should be under the control of the government so that they do not engage in 
epeculation. However, we are against subletting rental agencies (which are mostly 
run by foreigners) because they are what actually constitute the core of the problem 
and the danger that lies therein. They engage in renting whole buildings at a given 
rate and then sublet the buildings at rates which they determine, without being 


iccountable to any law or form of control,"

The Oil Compantes Also 


Oil companies, especially those working in connection with the government, have had 
some responsibility for causing residential rents to rise. O11 companies are able 
to do whatever is necessary, and at any price, to house their employees. 01] 
companies only care that such housing exist, and that it be available. There are 
many apartment buildings in the capital city which have no residents at all, and 
most of them are in the construction stage. When we ask what cheir rents will be, 
we are told that such-and-such an ofl company has already rented all of them or 
else you will find a sign in front of them saying that such-and-such an oil company 
has already rented them. As long as apartment building owners are able to find 
large companies which will rent their buildings completely and will pay whatever 
prices they want, why should they exert themselves? And if they ever have to exert 
themselves, then they can hire somebody else to conduct the operation of rent ing 
out these apartment buildings. Their attitude is that this its something which God 
has blessed them with and that God spares his believers the evil of having ¢t

YEMENI POPULAR CONFERENCE REVIEWED 
Beirut AL-HURRIYAH in Arabic 22 Jan 81 pp 30-31 


(Article: "Under the Roar of the Government's Planes, the Yemeni Popular Confer- 
ence Demands Yemeni Unity") 


[Text] Under the grand patriotic slogan "Sovereignty for the nation, democracy for 
the people, and unity for Yemen," the huge popular conference called by the Popu- 
lar National Front assembled in a place surrounded on all sides by mountains and 
traversed by a wadi of sweet water. The conference was held in the al-Jawf area, 
which is almost completely controlled by tribesmen loyal to the National Democratic 
Front. It is an important, strategic area, since it is only 70 kilometers from 
San'a', about the same distance from the Saudi borders, and more than 300 kilometers 
from the South Yemeni border. This conference was convened in this sensitive yet 
desolate region in order to more sincerely express the North Yemeni masses’ desire 
to peacefully and democratically pursue the struggle to achieve their legitimate 
goals as outlined in the National Democratic Front program. 


It is noteworthy that preparations went on for a long time prior to che conference. 
The preparatory committee assigned to get the conference ready arranged for the 
delegates to arrive at the conference site in complete secrecy, and also prepared 
the conference slogans and the signs which decorated the conference square, the 
most prominent of which were "Sovereignty for the nation, democracy for the people 
and unity for Yemen," "A salute, honor and admiration for the martyrs of the Yemeni 
national movement," "Yes to Yemeni democratic unity and a thousand No's to Saudi 
reactionary intervention,’ and "Long live the National Democratic Front of the 
Yemen Arab Republic.” 


The preparatory committee also provided the necessary foodstuffs, ensured a re- 
inforced guard for the conference square and the roads leading to it, and divided 
the arriving convoys into groups, each one of wh ch would follow a certain road, 
meeting afterwards on a single road leading to the conference square. 


Early in the me. ‘--g on the first day, the convoys of tribesmen coming to the con- 
ference began tc 2,»pcar in Landrovers with as many as ‘0 to 15 tribesmen clinging 
to each one, waving tleir weapons--Kalashnikovs and .s°o1ted bazookas--and wearing 
their tribal dress, as well as bands of ammunition around their waists. Among the 
tribesmen, weapons are considered basic and indispensible, even in peacetime. 








A conspicuous feature of the conference was the inclusion of a great many aged 
tribesmen as well as young men, in addition to children no more than 10 years old, 
who considered it an honor to be allowed to participate in the conference and ex- 
press their sincere feelings towards the National Democratic Front. 


The Conference Begins 


At 800 AM on Monday, 8 December 1980, the tribes began entering the conference, 
after each tribe had gathered in an area assigned to it. Their entry into the 
conference square was marvellous and thrilling, for each tribe was lined up in a 
tight rank, led by the tribe's leader, brandishing their weapons in the air and 
firing many rounds which mingled with the tribes’ revolutionary songs about the 
popular conference. After that, the shooting stopped and one person from each 
tribe would go to another tribe which had preceeded it to the conference square 

and ask why it came here. The tribe's leader would reply and explain why it came-- 
to take part in the conference and answer the call of duty. After that, each tribe 
would be allowed to enter and take its place among their comrades in the square. 
This parley is called "zamil," and it is the way the tribe coming to the conference 
offers its greetings and its request to be allowed to take part, 


In this manner, tribes from all the republic's provinces, and representatives of 

the various Yemeni groups and classes--peasants, tribesmen, religious men, merchants, 
patriotic shaykhs, workers, students and young people--from the provinces of San‘a’, 
Sa'dah, al-Jawf, al-Mahwit, Hajjah and others, assembled, and the estimated 1,500 
cars carrying more than 15,000 men armed with the weapons of the revolution and 
determined to continue the struggle to achieve their legitimate goals under the 
banner of the YAR National Democratic Front, came to a halt, These groups took 

their places in the conference square, sitting on the sand. 


After that, at 900 AM on the same day, the preparatory committee opened the con- 
ference with a reading from the and a moment of silence in honor of the 
martyrs of the Yemeni revolution. Then a proposal was presented for the presidency 
of the conference: Yahya Dahish as president, and Muhsin Abu-Nashkan, Salih Hindi 
Dughsan, Ahmad 'Ulayman, Ahmad al-Gharibi, Muhammad Zayd al-Kahhali, and "Abd Darjan. 
These names received the unanimous approval of the delegates, 


Then the presidency presented a proposed conference agenda consisting of an opening

In his speech, Yahva Dahish welcomed the tribes and the delegaticas participating 


r 
in this conference dedicated to peace, sovereignty, democrac: ind Yemeni unity. 
He also re-emphasized the National Democratic Front'’s firm ana fundamental stand 
on the San'a' regime, and the front's desire to avoid shedding Yemeri blood and to 
peacefully and democratically solve the problem with the authorit-es. In al 
speech, Dahish vehemently denounced the acts of sabotage being carried out by 
Saudi Arabia against the Yemeni people by means of their so-called Wahhabi agents, 
who brag about their Islam while being totally lacking in it. He also denounced 
the acts of sabotage being carried out by the Saddam Husayn regime in North Yemen 
in coordination with the Saudis, ind asked the Saudis to withdraw from the Yemeni 





territory they have occupted. Dahish also denounced the [raqi war against Iran, and 
stressed the National Democratic Front's support and backing for the Palestinian 
people's struggle to return, determine their own destiny, ond establish an indepen- 
dent national state. He also reaffirmed the Yemeni popular masses' support for all 
Arab and international liberation mov wents dedicated to liberation, sovereignty, 
and national independence. This opening speech had a positive effect on the dele- 
gates’ spirits and met with the conference's warm support. 


At 1715 on 8 December, two of the San'a’ regime's F-5 airplanes circled the area 
ind tried to attack the conference square, but they were unable to hit their target 
because of the air defenses on the mountaintops surrounding the square, whict 
forced the airplanes to drop their loads a long way from the conference square. 


The automobiles were immediately evacuated from the conference site and took new 
positions. \s for the citizens, they returned .o the conference square even nore 
letermined to continue the struggle, This inc’dent on the first day of the cone 
ference reinforced the delegates’ hatred towards the San'a' regime and its rea 
tionary Saudi and imperialist masters. 
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The Kesolut ions 


The conference .ssued resolutions and recommendations in keeping with the aspira- 
tions and goals embodied in the Martyr ‘Abd=-al-Salam al-Rumayni Gonference for 
Peace and Democracy, The most important resolutions and recommendations issued by 
the congress are ar follows, 


1. The confe: ' ypaieed the National Democratic Pront's stands and its efforts 
for peace and democracy. The conference feele that the five points included in the 
Jl January agreement are a foundation for national unity, these points being the 
need to maintain sovereinty and independence; to follow an independent foreign 
policy based on respect for sovereignty, independence, gutual benefit and non- 
intervention in the affairs of others; to guarantee democracy and the freedom of 
opinion ard expression; to organize and achieve comprehensive economic and social 
development; to build an incependent, industrially and agriculturally developed 
national economy; to preserve the public and mixed sector; to encourage nat tonal 
capital; and to reunite the Yemeni homeland by peaceful and democratic means. While 
the confe once praised the front's adherence to the agreement and its commitment to 
implementise it, it asked the authorities to sertously and responsibly implement 
their side of the agreement, so as to ensure the country's security and stability. 


2. The conference denounced the gurder of Martyr Dr ‘Abd-al-Salam al-Rumayni, who 
dedicated his life to sovereignty, security and stability and who gave hie life as 
a mari: while appealing for peace and democracy. The conference demanded ‘-medi- 
ee investigation into his assassination and just punishment for the 
murder. 


3. Por the sake of democracy, the conference demanded the immediate release of 
political detainees, including the missing detainees ‘Abd-al-Warith 'Abd-al-Karia, 
Sultan al-Qarehi, ‘Abd-al-'Aziz ‘Awn and others. It asked that the psychological 
and physical torture of the detainees and the pursuit and harrasement of patriots 
be stopped. It demanded that aseaseination, pursuit and military campaigns against 
rural areas be prohibited, and asked that the hundreds of people who have been ex- 
pelled and whose homes have been dectroyed be compensated and their regions recon- 
structed. The conference asked that those who caused these deeds so inimical to 
security, peace, stability and democracy be called to account. 


4, The conference demanded that the armed forces be conscripted for the sole pur- 
pose of protecting national soil and sovereignty, and that they be guided accord ing 
to a national policy which would enable them to react to foreign plots and + ide 
with the popular masses, rejecting anything which might impel them towards «illing 
and expelling the people and destroying their freedom and dignity. The conference 
demanded the reinstatement of all the dismissed armed forces and security personnel 
who had defended the glorious 26 September revolution. The conference appealed to 
the men in the armed forces, the police and security forces to be vigilant, to stand 
alongside the people, and to not give up the heroic revolutionary struggle waged by 
the people, their armed forces, the police and the security forces in defense of the 
revolution in the face of reactionary Saudi and colonialist intervention and aggres- 
sion. 





5. The conference demanded that military units be withdrawn from positions in Raydah, 
al-Chavlah, Jabal al-Aswad, al-Sam', and Khabban, and that military camgaign units be 
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withdrawn from Rimah, Ans, aleQafr, Atmah, Jabal Ra's, Hagm al-'Adin, Ba'dan, the 
central regions, al-Sabrah, and elsewhere, to avoid stirring up problems and to 
eneure security and stability. It asked that these and other armed forces units be 
transferred wherever there is a need to defend the homeland and its sovereignty. 

The conference also demanded the lifting of checkpoints and other forms of int - 
tion that have oppressed the citizens in various areas. 


6. The conference asked that democratic liberties be made available and that a 
truly democratic climate be created by providing peaceful means of expression--the 
freedom of thought and speech; a free press; the freedom to meet, demonstrate, 

etcike and form unions and masse organizations without interference, tutelage, im- 
position or harrasement; the freedom of open action for national democratic political 
parties and organizations--and by establishing a free people's assembly founded on 
divect secret balloting, out of which will arise a democratic government. 


7, The conference denounced multi-faceted reactionary Saudi interference in the 
country's affairs, such as the feudalization and constant threatening of Yemeni 
territory, Che continual dispatching of money and arms to te mercenaries, and the 
efforts to buy agents and offend the Yemeni people's relicious feelings by trying 
to lead the Yemeni people into infidelity and sending h‘red propagandists to spread 
Wahhabiem and tempt the Yemenis from their religion through the use of { inanc ial 
incentives, threats, terrorism and assassination, and through the formation of 
Wahhabi gangs to spread abominable vectarian warfare. 


8. The conference congratulated the popular masses' reaction to the reactionary 
Saudi agents and gangs throughout the country, and appealed to the popular masses 
and their national forces for greater vigilance and reaction to the various kinds 
of reactionary Saudi intervention. 


9. The conference asked the state to solve the people's living problems by putt ing 
an end to high prices, the exorbitant daily rise in prices for essential articles, 
rising rents for homes, and the exorbitant rise in dowries. 


10. The conference demanded that regional discrimination in services, especially 
in educational and health services and the various means of communications in rural! 
areas, be eliminated. 


ll. The conference demanded an end to the importation of foreign manpower, which 
competes with the Yemenis for a livelihood and increasingly impels them to emigrate, 
which is incompatible with Yemeni development needs. 


12. The conference asked .hat an effort be made to regain Yemeni unity peacefully 
and democratically, and that a united democratic Yemeni state, which would follow 
a policy of positive neutrality and non-alignment, be established. The conference 
denounced the activity of the reactionary Saudi agents, who are working against 
Yemeni unity to lay the foundations for partition between both parts of Yemen, fol- 
lowing the instructions of colonialism and Saudi reaction. 


13. The conference stressed the need to continue the meetings between the officials 
of both parte of Yemen, and to take steps to carry out the agreements concluded be- 
tween the two parts in various fields, so as to achieve Yemeni unity. 
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14, The conference vehemently denounced the government's audacity in bombing and 
attacking tiie conference with American-made F-5 airplanes, and demanded that it 
stop terrorizing the citizens. It also called on honest men throughout the world 
to condemn these offensive acts. 


In the Foreign Cont ext 


1. The conference stands alongside the Arab Palestinian people's struggle for the 
right to determine their own destiny and to establish their independent state under 
the ieadership of the PLO, the sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian 


people. 


2. The conference also stands alongside the struggle of the Lebanese Arab people 
and their national movement, and the Arab national liberation movement in general, 
and denounces the treacherous Camp David agreement and Israeli attacks on Lebanon, 
which are aimed at achieving the Zionist state's designe on Lebanese territory. 


3. The conference stands alongside the Steadfastness Front and Syria in its national 
patriotic Liberation struggle, and denounces 411 the crimes committed against stead- 
fast Syria by the so-called Moslem Brotherhood gangs. 


4, The conference stands alongside Syrian-Libyan unity, and denounces the reac- 
tionary colonialist plot against it, as well as the agent al-Sadat's military 
mobilization against Libyan territory. 


5. The conference denounces the imperialist countries’ military bases and military 
fp esence, especially that of America, in Oman, Egypt, Somalia and ‘enya. 


6. The conference supports the struggle of world liberation moveme»(s against 
colonialism, reaction, Zionism and racism backed by the forces of w cld colontalisn. 


7. The conference denounces and condemns the Iraqi war against the Iranian revolu- 
tion, and demands the withdrawal of Iraqi forces to pre-war positions. 
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
